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ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist 
Churches in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed 
May, 1824. 

Besolved by this Assembly. — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Ros- 
well Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. 
Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner, and their 
associates, be, and they are hereby made and constituted a body politic and 
corporate, by the name of the General Convention of the Baptist Churches 
in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and their 
successors shall and may have perpetual succession; shall be capable of 
suing and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what 
nature soever, may have a common seal, and the same alter or change at 
pleasure; and may also have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey away 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not ex- 
ceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, whatever may be 
the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the pur- 
poses designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such 
other officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may 
make by-laws respecting the number, qualifications and duties of their 
officers and members, prescribe the mode of election, and admission of mem- 
bers, the time, place and manner of holding their meetings; the number 
necessary to form a quorum, and all other by-laws and regulations the said 
convention may deem necessary for the government and due regulation of 
its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects of said Convention 
as expressed in their constitution, not repugnant to the laws of this State 
or of the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be liolden at the Baptist 
Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, on 
the second Wednesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, amended, 
or repealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolve in Alteration, Passed May, 1829. 

Besolved by this Assembly. — That said corporation be hereafter called and 
known by the name of “ The Connecticut Baptist Conve7ition.” 

Resolve in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899. 

Besolved by this Assembly-. — That the corporation known by the name 
of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the General 
Assembly of this state, May session, 1824, may hereafter have, purchase, 
receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual 
income of which shall not exceed twenty-five thousand dollars. 


CONSTITUTION OF CONTENTION. 


Article I. The name of this body shall be The Connecticut Bap- 
tist Convention. 

Article II. The object of this Convention shall be to promote the 
preaching of the Gospel, and the organization and maintenance of Baptist 
Churches and Sunday-schools in the State of Connecticut. 

Article III. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the Bap- 
tist Churches in Connecticut, of the same faith and order as the present 
associated Baptist Churches. Each of such churches as shall have con- 
tributed to the funds of the Convention during the year last preceding the 
annual meeting, may be represented by its pastor and one delegate for 
every one hundred and fraction of one hundred resident members ; pro- 
vided that no church shall be entitled to more than five delegates besides 
its pastor. Every church having one or more schools connected therewith 
may elect and send an additional delegate to represent each such school. 

Article IV. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, two 
Vice-Presidents, Secretary, Treasurer, and Auditor ; all of whom shall be 
elected annually by ballot, and whose duties shall be specified in by-laws 
adopted by the Convention. 

Article V. There shall be a Board of Trustees, not exceeding thirty- 
nine (39) in number, one third of whom, after the first election, shall be 
chosen annually by ballot. At the first election they shall be chosen in 
classes of one, two, and three years. At least one-third of the trustees 
shall be laymen. The Trustees, together with the officers of the Conven- 
tion, shall constitute a Board of Management, in which shall be vested all 
the privileges and authority of the Convention when the Convention is 
not in session. The duties of the Board of Trustees shall be specified in 
by-laws adopted by the Convention. 

Article VI. The Constitution may be altered or amended by a two- 
thirds vote of all the delegates present at any annual meeting, after one 
year’s previous notice. 

BY-LAWS FOR GOVERNMENT OF THE MEETINGS OF THE 

CONVENTION. 

1. The Convention shall meet on Tuesday preceding the third Wednes- 
day in October, at 10 o’clock a. m., and the morning shall be devoted to 
the transaction of business in the following order : 

1. Calling to order. 

2. Reading of the Scriptures and Prayer. 

3. Address of the President. 

4. Calling Roll of Delegates. 

5. Report of Trustees. 

6. Report of Treasurer. 

7. Election of Officers. 
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Tuesday afternoon and evening shall be devoted to the mission work of 
the Convention. Reports shall he heard from the Superintendent of Mis- 
sions, from the Committee on the State of the Churches, and from the 
Committee on Sunday-schools, together with addresses upon these interests. 
The annual sermon, if any be provided, shall be preached at such hour as 
Committee of Arrangements shall decide. Wednesday morning the Con- 
necticut Baptist Education Society will hold its annual session. Wednesday 
afternoon shall be devoted to reports of committees and to miscellaneous 
business. 

2. The President shall appoint all committees unless otherwise ordered. 
Standing committees shall be appointed as follows : (1) On Arrangements 
for Next Year. (2) On Sunday Schools. (3) On Obituaries. (4) On New 
Churches. (5) On Temperance. (6) On State of the Churches. (7) On 
Home and Foreign Mission Work; and such other committees as may be 
deemed necessary or expedient. 

3. The Committee of Arrangements shall endeavor to provide that the 
meetings of the Woman’s Missionary Societies may not be held during the 
hours the Convention is in session. The annual reports of their meetings 
may be read in open meetings of the Convention, and by the vote of the 
Convention may be spread upon the minutes. 

4. No objects other than those provided for by the Constitution shall 
be presented at the annual meeting, unless by the unanimous consent of 
the Convention. 

5. The proceedings of the Convention shall be regulated by the ordinary 
rules governing deliberate assemblies. 

6. The minutes shall be read and approved before the adjournment of 
the Convention, 

BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

1. The Board of Trustees shall hold three meetings during the year, one 
immediately after the session of the Convention, one in the month of April, 
and one on the day preceding the next meeting of the Convention. Other 
meetings may be called by the Secretary at the request of the President, or 
five members of the Board. 

2. The President of the Convention shall preside at all meetings of the 
Board; in his absence the Yice-President shall preside; in the absence of 
both President snd Vice-President the Board shall choose a President pro 
tem. The Secretary shall be ex-officio secretary of the Board. 

3. At the first meeting of the Board, each year, it shall elect from its 
members an Executive Committee of fifteen (15), including the President, 
Vice-President, Treasurer, Secretary, and Auditor. It shall also appoint a 
Finance Committee of three. It may appoint other committees if deemed 
expedient. 
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4. At the meeting of the Board, in October, the Board of Trustees 
may appoint a Superintendent of missions, who shall have the gen- 
eral oversight of the work of the Convention under the dii'ection of the 
Board or of its Executive Committee. The salary of the Superintendent 
shall be fixed by the Board, and his year of service shall be from the time 
of his appointment till the next subsequent meeting of the convention. 

5. The Board may, at any of its regular meetings, appoint such mission- 
ary or missionaries, for evangelistic work within the State, and for such 
terms of service as it may deem expedient. 

6. The Board shall have power to provide means for raising funds for 
the Convention; also to dispose of said funds according to the provisions 
of the charter and the Constitution. 

7. The Board of Trustees, immediately after the adjournment of the 
Convention, shall, through its Secretary, send to each church and pastor in 
the State a printed circular, setting forth the number of missionaries ap- 
pointed by the Convention, the amount of money required to meet the 
yearly expenditure, together with the approximate amount each church 
should contribute. 

8. All appropriations in aid of churches and for payment of missionaries 
shall be made by the Board in accordance with the regulations laid down in 
the by-laws. 

9. The Board shall make report of all its transactions to the Convention 
at its annual meeting. 

The Executive Committee. 

1. The Executive Committee shall meet at least four times during the 
year, in the months of October, January, April and July, and at any other 
time at the call of the President and Secretary. They shall consider and 
report upon all applications for aid. When the Board is not in session its 
authority shall vest in the Executive Committee, but no contract or agree- 
ment made by the Executive Committee shall remain in force beyond the 
time of the next ensuing meeting of the Board of Trustees unless approved 
by the Board, except in such cases as have been referred to the Executive 
Committee for final action. 

S. The Executive Committee shall make full report of all its transactions 
to the next ensuing meeting of the Board of Trustees. 

Duties of Officers and Finance Committee. 

1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Convention, of the 
Board of Trustees, and of the Executive Committee. 

2. The Vice-President shall perform the duties of the President during 
his absence. 

3. The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds of the Convention. He 
shall be the custodian of the securities of the Convention, and shall keep a 
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careful record of all permanent, conditional, and special trust funds,, 
with a brief statement of the conditions under which they are held and 
the particulars concerning their investment. He shall keep each class 
of funds separate and distinct from every other, and from the several 
funds of the Convention. He shall prepare a monthly statement of the 
condition of the treasury and submit the same to the Executive Com- 
mittee through the Secretary. He shall execute all financial docu- 
ments, and when necessary, affix thereto the seal of the Convention 
unless the Board of Trustees shall otherwise specifically direct. He 
shall make payments out of the treasury only upon the written order 
of the Secretary. Whenever required by the Executive Committee he 
shall give bonds to such an amount as they may direct. 

4. The Secretary shall keep a faithful record of all the meetings of 
the Convention, of the Board of Trustees, and of the Executive Com- 
mittees. He shall furnish for publication in the Christian Secretary 
brief reports of all important transactions in their meetings, as far as 
the interest of the Convention will admit. The quarterly reports of 
the churches aided by the Convention, and of the missionaries em- 
ployed, shall be made to the Board through him, and he shall prepare, 
for each meeting of the Board and of its Executive Committee, a state- 
ment of the business which needs to be brought before it. He shall 
draw orders on the treasury only as authorized by the Board of Trus- 
tees or its Executive Committee. 

5. The Auditor shall audit the accounts of the Treasurer and make 
a report thereof to the Convention once a year, and each quarter if 
required by the Board. 

6. The Finance Committee shall have charge of, and approve by their 
signature, the investment of all the trust funds of the Convention sub- 
ject to the approval of the Executive Committee. They may require 
of the Treasurer, statements of all transactions relating to trust funds, 
and of current receipts and expenditures whenever they deem it 
necessary. They may authorize the temporary transfer by the Treas- 
urer of the funds of the Convention from one class to another when- 
ever they may deem it necessary. They may, with the Secretary, di- 
rect the payment of amounts, not exceeding fifty dollars, in exigencies 
that cannot await the action of the Board of Trustees or of its Execu- 
tive Committee. Under no circumstances shall any of the funds of 
the Convention be loaned to any officer, legal advisor, or member of 
the Executive Committee, or to any corporation or business enterprise 
in which any of them is personally interested. 

Rules to Govern Appropriations. 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quar- 
terly reports to the Board through the Secretary. All appropriations. 
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to churches shall be made quarterly, and no application for aid will 
be considered until the report of the church has been received. 
Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first weeks in October, 
January, April, and July. 

2. Appropriations will be made to churches only when such churches 
have settled pastors, and when they shall have made, within the year pre- 
ceding, contributions for at least three objects of benevolence, including 
the Domestic Mission work of the Connecticut Baptist Convention, and 
when they shall have satisfied the Board that their methods of raising 
funds are systematic, and best adapted for securing the largest possible 
revenues from their local constituencies. 

3. No appropriation shall be made to any church, when in the judg- 
ment of the Executive Committee the pastor of the church is not con- 
sidered worthy of such aid. It is therefore recommended that any church, 
without a pastor, applying for aid, shall confer with the Superintendent 
of Missions, or the Executive Committee, before the choice and settlement 
of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward the 
erection of any house of worship until the approval of the plan by the 
Executive Committee shall have been secured ; and in all cases where 
such appropriations amount to $500 or more, the church or society so 
aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of trust of the property, 
which shall be held by the Convention until such time as the Board of 
Trustees shall deem it expedient to reconvey the property. 

5. No appropriation shall be made to a church until its application has 
been approved by a Missionary Committee representing the association 
within whose territory the church is located ; said committee to be elected 
by the association, or, in case of failure to elect, appointed by the Presi- 
dent. 

6. The quarterly appropriations of the Board shall not exceed one- 
fourth of the reasonably assured regular annual revenue from the churches 
and individuals and invested funds of the Convention, except upon the 
basis of definite pledges sufficient to cover the excess. The revenue is to 
be estimated by the average receipts of the Convention from aforesaid 
sources, for the three years immediately preceding. 

The Superintendent of Missions. 

The Superintendent of Missions shall have the general oversight and 
care of the entire work of the Convention under the direction of the 
Executive Committee. He shall visit the cliurcbes aided by the Conven- 
tion as frequently as may be, consistently with his other duties. He shall 
investigate any new enterprises that should be brought to the attention of 
the Board and report the same. He shall, as opportunity may offer, pre- 
sent the claims of the Convention before the churches and receive sub- 
scriptions and collections for the Convention. He shall be present at all 
meetings of the Board, and of the Executive Committee, to counsel arid 
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advise in all tlieir actions, but shall have no vote. He shall advise the 
churches aided bj 7 the Convention on all matters in which his advice is 
asked, but he shall not pledge the Convention to any pecuniary aid except 
as authorized in each case by the Board of Trustees or by its Executive 
Committee. 

Amendments. 

These By-laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and 
of the Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made thereto at 
any meeting of the Board of Trustees by a majority vote. 

Such of these By-Laws as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee shall be of equal binding force with the provisions of 
the Constitution, and can be changed only by a two-thirds vote of all the 
members present at the annual meeting of the Convention, and after one 
year’s notice. 

General Resolution. 

All resolutions, or parts of the same, heretofore adopted by the Conven- 
tion, Board of Trustees, or Executive Committee, which are inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Constitution and By-Laws are hereby repealed. 

Churches Contributing. 

All churches sending delegates to the Convention are bound by their 
obligations to God and their brethren to make annual contribution to its 
treasury, and none, large or small, ought, in any case, to fail in this im- 
portant duty. They are requested to be very particular and exact in 
their appointment of delegates and designation of funds, and see that 
these funds are placed in the Treasury, and published in the minutes of 
the Convention. 

Legacies. 

Form of a Legacy. — I also give and bequeath to The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention dollars, lands, houses, or other property, for 

the purpose of the Convention, as specified in the act of incorporation. 
And I hereby direct my executor or executors to pay said sum to the 
Treasurer of said Convention, taking his receipt for it, within 
months after my decease. [If real estate is devised, describe the premises 
with exactness — both lots and buildings.] 

For The Building Fund. — I give and devise to The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention money, lands, houses, bonds — as the case may be — 
for the Building Fund, to aid in procuring or paying for suitable Houses 
of Worship for Mission Churches. 

A similar form will answer for The Connecticut Baptist Educa- 
tion Society. Only be careful to specify the name. 


SEVENTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL SESSION 


OF THE 

Connecticut Baptist Convention* 

New Haven, Conn., Oct. 16, 1900. 

The Seventy-seventh Annual Meeting of the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention was held in the meeting-house of the 
Calvary Baptist Church, New Haven, on the above date. 

In the necessary absence of President G-rippin Secretary 
P. S. Evans called the Convention to order at 10 a. m. 

Voted , That Rev. G. W. Nicholson act as temporary 
Chairman. Rev. H. L. Deitz offered prayer. 

After singing “ Blest be the tie that binds,’’ W. H. Doug- 
lass of the Calvary Baptist Church welcomed the Convention. 

Mr. President, and Members of the Connecticut Baptist Convention : 

It is a very pleasant duty I have this morning of bidding you wel- 
come. Down in our hearts we think it unnecessary to say the words, 
although it may be entirely appropriate. We want our faces to shine a 
welcome, and certainly intend our every action to speak a welcome. 

Were I the Mayor of the city, I would tender to you its freedom. I 
would get some of my ministerial brethren to write a speech for me ; 
have it engrossed on parchment, enclosed in a gold casket, and studded 
with diamonds, to make the occasion of your coming an abiding memory. 

I would bid you look over our beautiful city, enjoy its walks and 
drives, see its magnificent elms and splendid parks, inspect our great 
factories, and remembering you are Baptists, draw your attention to our 
extensive water front. 

Were I President of Yale, I would throw open wide the doors, and 
bid you view at short range the splendid equipment for the intellectual 
up-building of your sons ; but as I am only an ordinary Baptist layman, 
I shall have to leave the high and mighty things for others to do, and 
content myself on behalf of the Baptists of the city, to say a word, which 
we hope will make you feel perfectly at ease among us. 

You are our guests, and we thank you for coming. We shall hope to 
make your stay among us not only pleasant, but a joy forever. We want 
the beds we offer you to be so soft, that you will be tempted to tarry 
longer than you planned. We want our tables to furnish such good food, 
that your appetites will at last be satisfied. We want our homes and 
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our church to appeal to you as places of rest and refreshment ; finally 
we want every one of you to feel absolutely at home. 

The ladies I know will please you, for they have made every prepara- 
tion for your coming. They have even built a new kitchen, having had 
some advance notice of your necessities. 

All our committees have planned for weeks for your coming, and 
under the constant eye of the pastor of this church, every one has had an 
opportunity to do something. How well the work has been done, we 
leave to your judgment. If any fault exists, I assure you it is not of the 
heart. We hope- you will not find us lax in anything to make you 
happy. 

We want to congratulate you too, on the work you have done through- 
out our state the past year. The advance has been great, and it would 
be interesting to note the increase of baptisms, also of benevolence ; but 
I leave others to do that. 

But let us not stop too long to congratulate ourselves on past achieve- 
ments, but rather taking them as tokens of Divine favor, press forward 
with greater consecration, and a deeper sense of our obligations to our 
Master. 

There are debts on our churches that should be paid ; there are out- 
lying districts to be covered ; there are Sunday-schools to be built up • 
there are these 725 recent converts to be carefully nurtured and trained in 
the principles of our religion, that they may be made efficient workers in 
the Kingdom. For these and similar opportunities I congratulate you. 

We have been co-workers with God, and as fellow workers, you have 
our heartiest welcome. 

Finally, we have prepared for your coming, by much waiting upon 
the Lord. May every one of us be prepared for his message, and may 
the Holy Spirit brood over every meeting. We have prayed earnestly 
that our Lord do mighty things through this convention, for His glory 
and our up-building. 

Then in this building, made holy by His presence, and sacred for its 
many associations, we welcome the Connecticut Baptist Convention. 

May He make His light to shine upon you, is the wish of every Bap- 
tist in the city. 

Chairman Nicholson replied as follows : 

Dear Brethren: In behalf of myself personally and the delegates from 
all parts of the state, I assure you that we heartily appreciate the wel- 
come extended to us. I congratulate you upon the return of another 
anniversary of our Convention — on the success of the year that has 
closed with the increased number baptized during the year, the general 
harmony that has prevailed throughout the year in all departments, and 
the bright prospects awaiting us as we go back to our various fields. 
There are certain problems facing us, such as the increased responsibility 
coming from the increasing foreign population, the desecration of the 
Lord’s day both on the part of church members and others, — the neglect 
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of the family altar and all the training that comes with it. There are 
needs awaiting us, — the realization of the continued presence of the 
Holy Spirit ; the implicit confidence in the purity and the power of the 
word of God to sanctify the saints, and save the sinners ; a stricter ad- 
herence to the tenets of our denomination. 

The Secretary announced the following committees to 
report at this session :

Brooks, Rev. T. A. T. Hanna. 

Rev. Geo. Braker read Is. 52 : 7-16 and Is. 35, and Rev. 
J. P. Brown led in prayer, and Rev. F. G. McKeever 
preached the annual sermon from 2 Cor. 2: 14. 

Paul’s thought ever centered about the phrase “in Christ.” His 
Lord taught it ; the Psalmist sung it ; prophets foretold it ; hut the 
apostle emphasized it for the church. It is the soul of his doctrine. His 
faith grasped, as a thing at hand, the day when Christ’s life should more 
and more pervade the church, and she should grow up in “ all things into 
Him.” What for Paul was faith’s vision may be in this, perhaps the end 
of the age, the church’s realization. Christ set in motion a train of influ- 
ences which, operating, would at last bring all men to his feet. These 
were 

I. Doctrinal Teaching. Christ was earth’s greatest teacher. He shed 
most light on God and divine things. His doctrine proceeded from Him- 
self, He therefore, taught with authority. He was the text from which 
the apostles preached. His teaching contained the essentials of doctrine 
which they afterward proclaimed. His central thought was that of a 
spiritual kingdom. He brought it with Him to earth. It is now develop- 
ing. Its king is Messiah. All men may gain a sufficient knowledge of 
God. Man has a peculiar receptiveness for God. The door of the king- 
dom is open to all who will enter. An evil heart of unbelief holds all 
aloof. A new affection replaces rebellion. Forgiven sinners are the sub- 
jects in the kingdom. Into every soul that heard, his potenttruth entered, 
regenerated, saved it. 
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II. Moral Precept and Example. He taught men to think truly and’ 
live rightly. Never separated His precepts from Himself. Promised to 
impart His own character. Obedience is the corner stone of His kingdom 
as love is its capstone. Fine sentiments of universal brotherhood which 
melt like autumn’s frost when selfishness arises, will give place to real 
brotherhood in Christ, when the extranatal power that He brings in 
makes all mankind sons and daughters of the Lord Almighty. 

III. Service. Christ commanded and exemplified Christian service. 
As mere example He is not an encouragement to us. But He is a still 
living person in closest possible relation to us. We must rise to the con- 
sciousness of this. The object of His service, as of ours, will be the sal- 
vation of men. It meant for Him and for us crucifixion. Men resent 
our efforts to save them. Service not confined to the souls of men. Many 
are really performing Christian service who profess not the Christian 
name. Service must be personal, and not by proxy — must be by all the 
church. Service to man is service to Christ. 

The text looks back to the great commission : “ Go ye and preach, and 
lo, I am with you alway.” There can be no great revival without affirm- 
ing the doctrines which Jesus taught. “In everyplace” includes the 
dark places of America. We must hand on the faith once delivered to the 
saints. 

We are to teach men to obey Christ’s precepts. Let us not diffuse 
Christianity at the cost of intensity. To give expression to the maxims 
of worldliness with approval is to deny the Christian faith. We need to 
see Christ’s law practiced in common life. 

Christ’s command to lay hands upon the sick is typical of the service 
of the saints in every age. Many in the church declining service are at 
ease, or absorbed by worldly affections. Service to Christ consistent with 
our customary vocation. Christ’s service enriches the life, and along with 
faith and morality, will bring in the kingdom of God. 

Rev. W. D. McKinney led in prayer. 

By vote of the Convention, Rev. P. S. Evans read the 
report of the Board of Trustees, and Rev. C. A. Piddock 
read the report of his labors as Superintendent of Missions. 


REPORT OP THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

To the Connecticut Baptist Convention : — 

Dear Brethren : In presenting to you our Annual Report, we find 
deep occasion for gratitude in the consideration that death has not en- 
tered our number. The report that will be presented to you bv the Com- 
mittee on Obituaries will disclose the fact that many of our churches have 
suffered from the decease of some of their most useful members. Among, 
these losses none will be more felt in the church to which he belonged,. 
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or in the city in which he was so prominent a citizen, than that of Lucius 
W. Carroll of the Central church, Norwich. He held no official relation 
to the Convention, hut was among its most liberal supporters. Three, 
also, of the aged ministers have, within the year, ceased from their earthly 
labors. Rev. N. T. Allen was, at the time of his death, in your employ 
as pastor of the Poquonnock church. He had reached an advanced age, 
but was young in heart and active in service. He was nearly always 
present at your gatherings. So, also, was Rev. A. A. Robinson, about of 
the same age, who, at the time of his death, was serving as pastor of the 
Packerville church. It is remarkable that these brethren were able at 
their advanced age to do such effective work for the cause they loved 
with such devotion. Still another aged servant of God, Rev. Win. Good- 
win, has fallen on sleep. He had for many years been pastor of churches 
aided by the Convention, and in all had done excellent work. For sev- 
eral years Brother Goodwin has been laid aside from active service, but 
was a power for good in the Winsted church, of which he has been a 
member for two or three years. These, with others of the retired minis- 
ters, will all be missed from your gatherings. We relegate to the appro- 
priate committee the fuller account of their life and service. 

The Board has suffered depletion iu its membership by removal from 
the State. It was understood at the time of the last Convention that Rev. 
W. G. Fennell had accepted a call from a church in Newark, N. J. Yet, 
as he had not actually removed, his name was kept on the list of Trus- 
tees, and his place has not been filled. It is rather late to attempt to ex- 
press our sense of the loss to our State of Brother Fennell’s removal. He 
was an inspiration in all our gatherings, and as he was, in some real 
sense, a product of the mission work of the Convention, his presence in 
the State stimulated the interest of the churches in your work. The 
church in Meriden has found an able successor in the pastorate, in the 
person of the Rev. R. A. Ashworth, who will also, we trust, fill worthily 
Brother Fennell’s place in the work of the State. Rev. Archibald Whea- 
ton’s removal from Mystic has left a vacancy which you will be called on 
to fill. Brother Wheaton was a faithful attendant at all of our meetings, 
and as pastor of one of our largest churches was of great assistance in our 
work. 

Brethren : This meeting marks the completion of the seventy seventh 
year of your history. Within that period you have expended on your 
work about $236,000. The exact amount is difficult to ascertain, but it 
is probable that the entire amount would fall little short of a quarter of 
a million. The baptisms for the 63 years, for which alone the precise 
figures are available, amount to 45,000. It wmuld be safe to estimate 
those for the thirteen years unreported at 6,500, making the additions to 
our churches by baptism during the 77 years of the Convention’s history, 
51,500 — more than twice the number of the present membership of the 
churches. How much of this increase has been due to the labors of the 
missionary pastors it is impossible to ascertain. But if the proportion of 
the last few years holds good for the entire period, it will be seen that the 
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money expended for State missions has proved the most profitable part 
of the investments our churches have made for the kingdom of our Lord. 
Indeed, more than one-half of all our churches have, in the time of their 
weakness, been aided by the Convention. Had fully adequate provision 
been made for the growing needs of the State, we have reason to believe 
we should not have suffered such a decrease in our membership, as com- 
pared with the increase of our population. A very large part of this in- 
crease has been through the immigration of foreigners. This tide of im- 
migration has not yet begun to ebb. A less desirable element is pouring 
into our State. The census of a single factory in the borough of Tor- 
rington recently disclosed the astonishing fact that fourteen different na- 
tionalities were among its employees. For only four of these is any pro- 
vision made to give them the Gospel. Our own work among these peo- 
ple seeking a home among us is of very recent origin. 

Brethren, you have done something for the Germans in the past ; you 
are doing something for the Swedes now ; you are doing a little for the 
Italians, and a very little for the French. Still, what is this among so 
many ? Out of the $250,000 which the Baptists of Connecticut raise 
every year, it. does seem to your Board that $5,000 (that is, one-fiftieth 
part of it) is an amount very disproportionate to the urgent demands of 
our work. This year so soon to end closes the nineteenth century. Is it 
not fitting that an earnest effort be made to lift our Convention out of its 
littleness into the prominence which it deserves ? 

At the semi-annual meeting of the Board, the Superintendent of Mis- 
sions expressed himself as in need of rest and change, and intimated a de- 
sire to be relieved at the end of the present year, December 1st. A com- 
mittee of the Board was appointed to take into consideration this expres- 
sion on the part of the Superintendent, and report to the Board at the 
annual meeting. The Superintendent expressed no dissatisfaction with 
the work, but simply a desire for rest and change. The committee con- 
sisting of Hon. James W. Manning, Hon. James L. Howard, Deacon 
Robert Palmer, Mr. Pierce N. Welch, Rev. Dr. J. D. Herr, Rev. Allyn 
K. Foster, and Rev. 'Frank Dixon were also to consider the matter of a 
successor to President Grippin, he having decided positively to retire from 
the position at the expiration of the present term. This committee will 
report to the Board the result of its deliberations. 

The general outlook in the State is more encouraging than last year. 
We believe there has been little done in church building or enlargement. 
Some of the churches have done a good work in paying off debts. The 
splendid edifice of the First Bridgeport church is almost, if not entirely, 
free of any encumbrance, and the Danbury church has made substantial 
progress in canceling its indebtedness. There have been 25 changes in 
the pastorate, and 19 new ministers have come into the State. Reports 
from 123 out of the 148 churches show that there have been 649 baptisms. 
The full report may bring the number up to 700, against the 489 of last 
year. It is to he hoped that the tide is setting strongly back to the high 
water mark of 1,255 in ’96 or 1,321 in ’94. 
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The customary meetings of the Board and of its executive committee 
have been held during the year. They have been well attended, and your 
Board have done their best to make the sum of money at their disposal 
go as far as possible. At the first meeting the Board adopted the rule 
that the quarterly appropriations shall not exceed one-fourth of the aver- 
age income for the preceding three years. It was found that this average 
was $5,354. After deducting the necessary expenses of salaries and in- 
cidentals, there was left, as the limit of quarterly appropriations, $863. 
This has compelled your Board to decline any new enterprise, and to cut 
down some of the appropriations previously made. Twenty-four churches 
have received aid to the amount of $3,061.50, and four missionaries have 
been kept in the field at a cost of $1,426.90, making a total expenditure 
of $3,488, or $872 per quarter. The tabulated statement accompanying 
this report will disclose the amount and character of the work done. 

Your Board heartily seconded the proposal of the field secretary, to 
attempt the raising of a special fund of $10,000, and appointed a commit- 
tee of seven to aid him in the endeavor. Four of the members of the 
Board have subscribed $1,000 each towards this Fund. The field secre- 
tary, in his report, which is made a portion of our report, will inform you 
of the success of the movement, and give you a more detailed account of 
the present condition of the work of the Convention. Trusting that this 
meeting of your body, held in the largest city of the State, and in a church 
which has had, throughout the 29 years of its history, such a uniform and 
remarkable success, may be the best in all the history of the Convention, 
and may result in greatly enlarging the scope of our work and in quick- 
ening the religious life of all our churches, we respectfully submit this 
report.

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REPORT OP THE SUPERINTENDENT OF MISSIONS. 

During the year I have presented full quarterly reports to the Board 
of the Convention, and also to the Executive Committee. These reports 
gave a full account of the work done by your Superintendent, and the 
needs of the various fields. It will be remembered that at the annual 
meeting of the Convention last October, the subject of raising a centen- 
nial fund of $10,000 as a special thank-offering to God for the work of the 
century, was recommended, and endorsed by the Convention and Board. 
A special committee consisting of the president of the Convention, Mr. 
Robert Palmer, Hon. James L. Howard, Mr. Pierce N. Welch. Rev. George 
W. Nicholson, Mr. Adams P. Carroll, Hon. James W. Manning, and the 
Superintendent was appointed to effect this result. A meeting of this 
committee was held Nov. 8, and $4,000 was subscribed toward the fund. 
Smaller subscriptions have been received, but not nearly enough promises 
have been made to equal the amount desired. I, therefore, regret exceed- 
ingly to report that the fund has not been raised, although strong efforts 
were made by Mr. Nicholson and myself to accomplish this much-desired 
object. We therefore refer the whole subject to the Board for any action 
that may seem desirable. The importance of increased contributions has 
been pressed home upon the people of the State as never before within 
my recollection. What the result has been, the report of the Treasurer 
will show. I strongly deprecate the custom of making the offerings for 
the Convention in the latter part of the year, although 1 recognize the 
fact that this has seemed almost the only course to pursue, for the reason 
that so many of the churches have their system of benevolence so arranged 
that the contributions for the Convention come just before our annual 
meeting. Indeed, I have been obliged to recognize this fact in many 
ways, and the appropriations to our mission churches necessitate the bor- 
rowing of money. I am encouraged by the consciousness that there is a 
growing interest in the affairs and work of the Convention, and that a 
larger number of persons are now interested in contributing to its fund 
than for some years. It is a fact, however, that our brethren are not yet 
awakened to the importance of State missions. Appeals to individuals in 
all sections of our commonwealth brought out this interest, but did not 
result in the necessary contributions. Let us hope that we shall have 
patience and perseverance in creating a substantial interest in the cause 
of the evangelization of Connecticut. 

With the exception of a brief time, when I was out of the country on 
account of sickness in my family, I have given my entire thought to the 
work of the Convention. I recognize that there is much that is undone, 
and yet I am conscious that progress has been made. Peace and harmony 
reign in all of our mission churches, and a good degree of prosperity has 
been enjoyed, as will be seen by the statistics furnished by the Secretary. 
Sickness and bereavement in my family prevented my doing the work I 
had planned in the spring, and yet I have great reason for thanksgiving 
that so much was accomplished. I have preached in nearly fifty missions 
and stations during the year, and have been permitted to assist in several 
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revival services, besides presenting the claims of the Convention as occa- 
sion offered, and in general looking after its business interests. With 
these introductory remarks, I now pass to the consideration of the differ- 
ent fields. The Secretary of the Convention, Brother Evans, will furnish 
the necessary statistics of the work done in these fields. 

THE ASHFORD ASSOCIATION. 

The churches aided by the Convention during the past year in this 
Association have been South Woodstock, Westford, and Eastford, and the 
French missions in Putnam, Danielson, and Grosvenordale. Andover has 
not been aided during the year. Rev. J. F. Coops resigned on this field 
in the autumn, and Rev. C. N. Nichols has entered upon the work with a 
good degree of success. Andover is a discouraging held, but it seems 
highly important that a church should be maintained in that region. I 
am happy to say that Eastford is now willing- to sustain itself and will no 
longer be aided by the Convention after the present year. Rev. T. P. 
Briggs still ministers to both Eastford and Westford. Rev. L J. Bam- 
berg is doing a most admirable work at South Woodstock, and his suc- 
cess here is a good example of what may be done on a discouraging field. 
Brother Tetrault and his wife have done good service among the French, 
so far as I am able to learn, and the brethren in Putnam feel that this mis- 
sion should be sustained and continued. The church in Stafford, which 
applied for aid last year, under the energetic leadership of Pastor George 
A. Williams, finally decided to get along without our assistance, and they 
have been very successful. 

THE STONINGTON UNION ASSOCIATION. 

There are only two churches in this Association aided by the Conven- 
tion. Rev. N. T. Allen, who so long and faithfully served the church in 
Poquonock Bridge, has passed to his reward. Suitable mention will 
doubtless be made of him in the report of the Committee on Obituaries. 
I am sure I express the views of every member of the Board who knew 
him, when I pay this tribute to his memory. He was a man of God, 
an earnest, faithful preacher, wise in counsel, and a benediction to the 
churches he served. For over fifty years he was a minister of Christ 
among us, and both in precept and example has left an influence that will 
not soon die. The church at Poquonock Bridge sincerely mourn his de- 
parture. He came to them in 1889, and during his ministry several revi- 
vals were enjoyed. They have called another pastor, Rev. F. H. Cooper, 
who has entered upon his work with encouraging prospects. Rev. Justus 
Aldrich has continued to minister to the old church on Sterling Hill. 
These two fields will need our aid, in all probability, during the coming 
year. Brother Aldrich is much beloved at Sterling Hill. 

NEW LONDON ASSOCIATION. 

Rev. J. R. Very of the Lyme church has seen some encouraging re- 
sults from his labors there during the year. The waters of baptism have 
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been visited and tbe congregations have been excellent, wlien the condi- 
tion of tbe field is considered. Tbe cliurcbes at Salem and Scott Hill have 
been assisted by tbe Convention during tbe past year, but, under tbe 
labors of tbe Rev. B. F. Nye, it is expected that this aid will not be 
needed during tbe year to come. Tbe church at Lakes Pond has been 
assisted by tbe Convention during a portion of tbe year, Brother Earl Har- 
row having served them. He has, I understand, entered upon a course 
of study preparatory for tbe ministry. Aid is asked by our colored breth- 
ren in New London for tbe purpose of securing a lot on which they may 
build a church. It would seem that their plea is a good one, providing 
we have tbe means. 

HARTFORD ASSOCIATION. 

Brother F. S. Leathers, who began tbe work a year ago at Bantam and 
East Cornwall, has met with an excellent degree of success, especially on 
tbe latter field. Several have been baptized, and there is most hearty 
commendation of tbe work of Brother Leathers in these churches. The 
church in Cornwall Hollow has had services only a portion of the year. 
It is a serious question what we can do with this field, which is about nine 
miles from any other Baptist church, and nearly five miles from a church 
of any other denomination. It would seem to be missionary ground. The 
churches at North and South Colebrook have been served nearly the whole 
year by Rev. M. V. Jacobs, who has recently accepted a call to churches 
in New York State. It is expected that these fields will soon secure a 
pastor. Brother P. S. Evans has continued his service as pastor of the 
church in Torrington. While there have been few additions to the 
church during the year, yet in many important respects the congregation 
has advanced. It would be difficult to find a more united and homoge- 
neous people. Hon. Elisha Turner, who recently died, made generous 
contributions to churches and institutions in that nourishing village, and 
bequeathed $4,000 to the Baptist church. This will enable the church to 
pay a mortgage of $2,000 and leave a balance of $2,000 to their credit. I 
may also add, in this connection, that Mr. Turner left $5,000 to the First 
Baptist church in New London, of which body he had been a member, 
though not an attendant, for many years. The church in Tariifville has 
had a pastor the entire year in the person of Rev. H. A. Price. The 
church is united, and although the financial outlook of the village is not 
encouraging, yet the church, as a whole, has been prosperous. On ac- 
count of the large number of foreigners in New Hartford, and the crowd- 
ing out of the American population, the church there has been reduced 
to a very low condition, but an effort is now being made to establish ser- 
vices once more in connection with Canton, where we are about to under- 
take meetings. The Hartford Association, at its late annual meeting in 
Winsted, appointed a committee consisting of Rev. John H. Strong, Rev. 
John S. Lyon, and Rev. A. B. Todd to assist the Superintendent of Mis- 
sions, in reviving, if possible, the fields at Rainbow, Canton, New Hart- 
ford, and any others where such work can be accomplished. 
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The Swede cliurch in New Britain was served until April by Rev. Wil- 
liam Johanson, who has returned to Sweden. They have now called a 
pastor, Rev. Mr. Cleinborg, of the Chicago Seminary, and I understand 
he will begin his services October 1st. This church is heavily in debt, 
but is struggling bravely to reduce the amount of its indebtedness. Dur- 
ing the year the Swede church in Hartford has erected a superior house 
of worship at a cost of about $13,000. Of this sum, about $5,500 remains 
as an indebtedness. Of the $8,000 raised, over $4,000 was contributed by 
the church, about $2,500 by the Baptists of Hartford, and about $1,500 
from outside friends. Brother John Friborg has labored with great faith- 
fulness and success in the accomplishment of this purpose, and the entire 
congregation is now working to reduce the amount of the mortgage. 
During the history of this church, the South Baptist church in Hartford 
have furnished a place of meeting for our Swedish brethren, for which 
they are very grateful. The church in Wethersfield is one of the oldest 
in the Association, and has become much reduced in numbers and finan- 
cial strength. Rev. W. P. Elsdon still continues as pastor of this church, 
which has not been aided by the Convention during the year, but which 
now desires our assistance to keep it from incurring debt. Brother Els- 
don is much beloved in W ethersfield, but has been obliged to be absent 
a portion of the year in evangelistic labors. There are in Hartford about 
3,500 Italians, only 500 or 600 of whom are accustomed to attend any 
church. That city, therefore, furnishes a great field for an Italian mis- 
sion, and our brethren in Hartford have raised money for the purpose of 
beginning such a mission among these people, under the direction of the 
Convention, and Rev. Marco Mazzucca will spend two or three days every 
week in the inauguration of this mission. Rev. H. R. Traver began 
labors at the West Hartford church in January, with a good degree of 
success. The church building has been repaired at an expense of about 
$2,800. 

NEW HAVEN ASSOCIATION. 

Rev. C. A. Schlipf of Whterbury has continued his labors on that diffi- 
cult field, with his usual fidelity. The Swede church in New Haven has 
been aided a portion of the year, and suffers much from the decrease of 
the Swede population in that city. Rev. Mr. Krumlin, a graduate of the 
Stockholm Seminary, Sweden, has undertaken the work among the 
Swedes in Waterbury. The services, as in former years, are held in con- 
nection with the First church. Brother Dietz has continued his ministry 
to the German church in Bridgeport. This field has had many discour- 
agements in former years, but it would seem as though Brother Dietz 
had been quite successful in bringing the members of the church together, 
and I understand there is at present a good degree of unity. This church, 
of course, is connected with the Fairfield Association, but I mention it in 
this connection. The Italian mission in New Haven has been, during the 
entire year, under the leadership of Rev. Marco Mazzucca, who was or- 
dained to the ministry December 20, 1899. Brother Cerreta continued to 
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serve the mission as colporter until May 1st, when he began work in 
Bridgeport, with excellent results. The Howard Avenue church of New 
Haven was assisted to the amount of $250 during the past year. It is 
understood that this aid will be no longer needed. Pastor Cutten has se- 
cured pledges sufficient to pay off the indebtedness of this church, amount- 
ing to $4,000. The Swede church in Meriden has been, during the year, 
in charge of Pastor Kohler, whose labors have been quite acceptable as 
well as successful. Rev. R. A. Nichols has continued his labors at 
Cheshire, and this church has made slow, but substantial growth. 

FAIRFIELD ASSOCIATION. 

I have already mentioned the work of Brother Dietz as pastor of the 
German church in Bridgeport, and the fact that Mr. C. Cerreta has begun 
work among the Italians in that city. Rev. P. DeCarlo has continued in 
charge of the Italian work in Stamford, where quite a number have been 
baptized. I understand that since the beginning of this mission 41 have 
been baptized, and 32 in New Haven, making 73 who have been received 
from this nationality in New Haven and Stamford. Mr. Cerreta has la- 
bored with great fidelity as our colporter. While it requires patience to 
accomplish results among these people, I am confident that the money 
expended is yielding large returns. The church in New Canaan has 
voted to transfer its property to the State Convention, on account of the 
discouraging prospects of the field. I think it would be well if all mis- 
sion churches were held in trust by the Board of the State Convention, 
and when strength is gained, the property re-deeded to the churches. 
Such a course would protect both the churches and the Convention, and 
there have been several cases where the Convention has aided churches 
that have finally become extinct, and no organization had any regular 
title to the property. It seems to me that the Convention should protect 
itself in every such case. 

1 desire to express my great obligations to Mr. Grippin for the kind 
and considerate way, as well as the business-like method, that he has 
always given to the affairs of the Convention. To me, personally, he 
has been more than a co-worker ; he has been a counselor and friend. I 
will venture to affirm that no service given to this Convention has ever 
been more conscientious than his, and if he could consent to accept the 
position of president for the coming year, I am well aware that he 
would receive a hearty and unanimous support. I believe, however, 
that he will not retire from active interest in the work of the Convention 
simply because he retires from the presidency. It is worthy of note that 
he has never been absent from a meeting of the Board or of the Execu- 
tive Committee during the four years he has served as president. Permit 
me to add a personal word. The work that I have undertaken in these 
years that I have served you, has difficulties that few can understand. 
Indeed, I may say that no one can understand these difficulties unless he 
has occupied a similar position. In all the trials and successes of this 
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work, I have tried to treat every member of the Board with courtesy 
and kindness. If I have at any time failed, I would express regret. 

In closing this report, I desire to call your attention once more to the 
importance of our work. It is nothing less than making Connecticut a 
Christian State by evangelizing its population. You are familiar with 
the accounts I have given you of the numbers of the different nationali- 
ties who reside within our borders. Last year 98,000 Italians alone landed 
in New York, and a considerable portion of them have settled in Connecti- 
cut. The highest ideals of patriotism call upon us to save these people, as 
well as all other foreigners who come among us, by the power of the gos- 
pel. How long will it take us to learn that the only power that can per- 
manently unite any nation is the power of the Cross of Christ ? Men may 
band together for selfish interests, into cliques and classes, but the only 
power that can draw all men together into a common brotherhood is the 
power of the gospel of the Son of God. It is in the light of this truth 
that I love to consider the future of our commonwealth, as well as the 
future of our country. If we have anything to boast of above all the 
other nations of the world, it will be due, not to our learning or to our 
wealth, but to the influence of the gospel upon our people. When that 
influence shall cease to exist, then we may bid farewell to the republic, 
and it will go where all the other nations of the past have gone, and 
'become an example of the fact that no nation can exist without God 
upon the face of the earth. It becomes us, as Christians, to do our part 
in the State where God has assigned us for the evangelization of 
mankind.

The president said: “It is an honor to 
preside over a Convention of Connecticut Baptists, a denom- 
ination that has stood for religious liberty, whose creed is 
the Word of God, and whose labors have been crowned with 
success. The Convention has been an important factor in 
carrying out this work. I accept this position with consid- 
erable trepidation, but recognizing the courtesy and helpful- 
ness of the members of this Convention.”

Voted, That the report be accepted, and that Dr. Stone be 
instructed to deposit the ballot for these names ; upon his 
doing so they were declared elected. 

M. Stone offered prayer and pronounced the 
benediction, and the Convention adjourned until 2.30 p. m. 
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TUESDAY AFTERNOON. 

The Convention re-assembled at 2.30 p. m. President 
Spencer was in the chair. 

Singing, “ Must Jesus Bear the Cross alone.” 

Rev. E. Dewhurst offered prayer. 

The report of the Board of Trustees was discussed by 
several brethren. 

Rev. J. S. Lyon was interested in the fact that the labors 
of the missionary pastors had been so abundantly blessed. 
It certainly shows how we ought to invest our money. It 
would be well if our pastors could leave the ninety and nine 
and go out after the lost ones in neighboring towns. 

Rev. B. XL Hatfield suggested that we have gotten away 
from the true idea of the purpose of the church. It is not 
simply to comfort saints but also to save the sinners. We 
should remember that we are stewards of the truth. We 
have been needed in the past, but shall be needed in the fut- 
ure only to the extent that we are faithful in our steward- 
ship of the truth. It is ours to stand by the truth of the 
book and declare God’s word supreme. 

We also are stewards of money, and must answer for our 
use of it. We are stewards of opportunity. China has 
closed her doors against Christ, but Jesus still tarries with 
us ; God has brought the heathen to our very doors. 

Rev. P. De Carlo spoke of the work for the Italians in 
Stamford. Regular prayer-meetings are well sustained. We 
have two Sunday-schools, with an average attendance of 82. 
Sunday evening services average 51 ; for eight months we 
have continued a cottage meeting. We have a regular offer- 
ing which pays for Sunday-school supplies, hymn books, and 
bibles, and we have sent three dollars to the State Conven- 
tion. Five have been baptized. 

Rev. M. Mazzuoca has been in New Haven fourteen 
months. Fifteen have been baptized ; there was one Sunday- 
school a year ago, now there are three, with 65 scholars and 
seven teachers ; then there was no place for a prayer-meet- 
ing, now there are present from 15 to 20 every Tuesday even-

ing\ There are 57,000 Italians in Connecticut ; in New 
Haven 19,000 ; most of these are indifferent ; there are only 
three men to preach to all these people in their own language. 

Rev. A. K. Foster presented the report of the Committee 
on the State of Religion : 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE OH STATE OF RELIGION IN THE 

CHURCHES. 

Judged by such evidence as statistics can afford, the state of religion in 
our churches during the past year is an encouraging improvement on 
that of the year before. The number of baptisms reported is 743, as 
against 489 for 1899. The total membership of our churches is 25,141. 
Last year the total beneficence amounted to $40,466. This year it is 
$42,490. It is safe to say therefore that, in some measure, we are on the 
up-grade — and if the coming year’s work is characterized by the requi- 
site spirit and industry, there is no reason why larger results may not be 
attained. Since we are to strive more earnestly than ever for the realiza- 
tion of an ideal state of things in all our churches, it is of vital importance 
to ask what are the elements of a favorable state of religion ? 

The first necessary element in such a situation is a truth adequate for 
all human needs. In other words, a successful propaganda demands a 
vital gospel. The needs of men are already familiar to every thoughtful 
observer. Poverty, sickness, doubt, trouble, sin ; these are universal, 
and these demand a powerful antidote. If there is to be a favorable state 
of religion, it must be brought about by a truth that shall make men free 
indeed. Such a truth must possess life-giving power; for it is not reform- 
ation that is needed in human hearts and conditions, but it is regenera- 
tion. Except a man be born anew he cannot see the kingdom of God. It 
is pertinent to ask if most of the force of our religious agencies is not 
expended upon making the sepulchre white while after all remains the 
depravity of dead men’s bones? To be plainer still, are we not sometimes 
satisfied with moral improvements in our constituencies when the need of 
the hour is spiritual life, out of which the fruits of morality normally 
grow ? In the judgment of your committee the gospel which will pro- 
duce a favorable state of religion in our churches, is one that will speak 
frankly of sin, of righteousness, and of judgment ; of redemption and of 
sanctification. It will be a gospel which shall exalt Jesus Christ as the 
Redeemer of men. Are we declaring, in all our churches, such a truth? 
If not, is the state of religion high or low ? “He that runs may read.” 

Having a truth it is requisite that there be proper appliances for pla- 
cing it within the reach of all men. Hence preachers, teachers, evangel- 
ists, deacons, indeed the church institution itself. Such appliances must 
be adapted to the special work in hand. A watch-maker has no need for a 
meat-axe, nor a wood-sawyer for a lancet. The accuracy of the instru- 
ment will depend wholly upon the clearness with which the work to be 
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done is conceived. In our cliurch life we are growing hopelessly confused 
as to the ends to be desired. Will somebody tell us the relation of the 
cook-stove to the kingdom of God, or the exact place of the grab-bag in a 
scheme of grace ? or will some philosopher harmonize the teaching of the 
two aphorisms : “Business is business,” and “Not by might, not by 
power, but by my spirit, saith the Lord of Hosts ” ? All this will have to 
be done if we are to justify instrumentalities too frequently in operation 
in Christian churches. The truth is, we have been clouded as to our aims, 
and hence diminished as to our earnestness. The church of God is a spir- 
itual institution and its only business is religion. “ If thine eye be single, 
thy whole body shall be full of light.” A favorable state of religion will 
exist therefore when the truth is a vital one, and all the appliances are 
adapted to its propagation. There can be no doubt that many churches 
are wasting energy upon projects wholly distinct from the specific spirit- 
ual functions they are called upon to exercise. A church in all respects 
spiritually administered would have a unique career in our day. With 
such a truth and such an institution a favorable state of religion would 
see reasonable returns for the exercise of their influence. 

First of all there would be an increasing number of persons who re- 
flected in themselves the truth they professed. There is compelling logic 
in the injunction “Physician, heal thyself.” I would not for my life do 
despite to the great assembly of the saints of God, composed of the faith- 
ful of every clime and creed, who are proclaiming in their lives the glori- 
ous gospel of the blessed God — but I am sure that one of the bitter 
needs of modern Christianity is the lofty, severe, spiritual life of the 
apostolic age. So long as men of the world, possessing a familiarity with 
representative Christian living, may regard themselves complacently, just 
so long will the preaching of the cross be to them foolishness. In the 
olden time there was something in the life of the devotees of the religion 
of the Carpenter which compelled men to say “These have been with 
Jesus and have learned of Him.” Yet we hasten to say that we believe that 
never before have men risen to the heights of spiritual discernment as they 
have in this our day. In many quarters of the world the Spirit has come 
and is guiding men into all truth. As yet, however, the number is small, 
and the need still remains of men and women in our churches who are the 
children of God because led by the spirit of God. 

Based largely upon this result is another which will surely character- 
ize a favorable state of religion — namely, converts. Here we are likely to 
err by reason of undue emphasis on mathematics. There was no extensive 
spiritual response to the teaching and efforts of Jesus during his lifetime. 
Pentecost came after his ascension, and it was the preaching and life of 
the apostles that finally convinced men. Prophets and philosophers 
almost invariably die alone and in obscurity. It is the distinct task of 
subsequent disciples to make their names glorious. But it would be a 
capital mistake to infer that greater power inhered in the disciple than in 
the Master. Converts therefore are significant or not according to the 
stage to which tbe'truth has advanced. In the case of our modern Chris- 
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tianity periods of evangelization and of teaching follow each other with 
tolerable regularity, and figures therefore cannot always be infallible 
indices of spiritual life. This much, however, may be regarded as cer- 
tain, that both elements — evangelization and teaching — should blend in 
proper proportion in all our church activities. Teaching discovers prin- 
ciples to the hearers. Evangelization applies these principles thus dis- 
covered. The first demands largely the intellectual faculty, the second is 
principally a matter of personality. 

Two questions here demand answers. Are we quite clear as to the 
truth we are to preach, and are we expecting returns from our weekly 
presentation of it ? In other words, is the ministry of our churches an 
evangelistic ministry ? Such was the .New Testament ministry surely. 
They went everywhere expounding the scriptures, and everywhere great 
numbers were added to the church. 

Just here let me ask if there be not some way of bringing the various 
sections of our Baptist denominations into closer touch. Looking to the 
very increase of converts of which I have been speaking, can we not make 
the coming year especially a year of ingathering into our churches? Every- 
where there are men and women not far from the kingdom of God. It 
may be that a new voice, a new personality, are all that is necessary. May^ 
not a number of our pastors spare a week or two from their own fields in 
order to assist the harvest in another’s vineyard ? There have been some 
beginnings of such a work in the New Haven association the past year, 
and the results justify the experiment. We suggest boldly that a com- 
mittee be appointed at this convention to receive applications from 
churches desiring aid in special meetings, or in any other way, and that 
such committee ponfer with applicants as to the best means of advancing 
their work. Let this committee ascertain by personal inquiry how many 
pastors are willing to enter this movement, and seek to effect a union 
between the vineyards and the husbandmen. The thing can be done ; 
there is no doubt about it, if we only set resolutely to work. Connecticut 
is a small state, and there is no reason why our Baptist denomination may 
not be bound together by a nervous system so sensitive as to keep all 
parts in communication with each other. 

There are other results that will accrue to a favorable state of religion, 
but already the report is too long. This is what we have been trying to 
say: A vital gospel, a church busied only with religion, and administered 
wholly by the spirit of God ; faithful disciples official and unofficial, these 
are the things which must be realized before the kingdom of God comes. 
All other desirable things will come if these be supplied. Money, amel- 
ioration of social conditions, converts, all will come when the church has 
become endued in larger degree with power from on high.

The report was laid on the table. 
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Rev. C. A. Schlipf continued the discussion on the Report 
of the Trustees. Only one baptism in the German church 
at Waterbury, but eight received the hand of fellowship. 
Our membership is spreading; other' nationalities are coming 
in and the Germans are moving a few miles away ; it is 
hoped that they will carry Christ into the community where 
they go. 

Rev. T. A. T. Hanna said : — I have had the opportunity 
of viewing this work from all points during the past twenty 
years. These workers in the little churches know what it is 
to agonize in prayer, they are compelled to realize their de- 
pendence upon the help of God, and because of this you can 
see the divine power very plainly in the little churches. I 
am glad to hear from the Italian and German brethren here ; 
Macedonia has not sent a message “ come over and help us,” 
# but the Macedonians are here, and the Lord will ask, “ What 
did you do with all the Italians, French, and Germans 
whom I sent to you ? ” He has made the work of foreign 
missions easy for us. 

Dea. Geo. Morse spoke of being in a passive mood to-day 
listening to the voice of God, and He has told him to give 
$1,000 toward this work of the Convention. * 

Hon. J. L. Howard said : — I have already paid $500 
toward the $1,000 that I pledged, but I will continue the 
pledge for $1,000. 

The Report of the Committee on the State of Religion 
was taken from the table. 

Voted , That the Report be accepted and adopted with the 
suggestion of appointing a committee to consider evangelistic 
work among the churches. 

Rev. J. D. Herr called attention to the amendment to 
the constitution offered last year (page 24, minutes of 1899), 
and moved that Art. 4 he changed by inserting the word 
“two” after the word “President,” so that it shall read 
“ two Vice-Presidents,” instead of “ Vice-President.” 

The motion was carried by a rising vote. 

Rev. J. D. Herr spoke of the amendment to the 5th 
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Article offered last year (page 27, minutes of 1899), and 
moved that Art. 5 of the Constitution be so amended as to 
read “ Not to exceed 39,” instead of “ Not to exceed 33.” 

Voted , That the amendment be adopted. 

Rev. 0. A. Piddock moved that a committee of one from 
each Association be appointed by the Chair, that shall pre- 
sent next year to the Convention a report of their examina- 
tion of the constitution, and their recommendation of any 
improvements in their judgment made necessary. 

The motion was carried. 

Voted , That the action of the Convention in electing a 
second Vice-President be ratified. 

Voted , That the Rev. Frank Dixon, Rev. J. D. Herr, Rev. 
J. S. Lyon, Rev. A. W. Hand, Rev. H. M. Wolf, Jr., 
and Bro. J. L. Denison be a special committee to meet and 
propose six additional names for the Trustees called for 
under the amendment to Art. 5. 

Rev. J. D. Herr suggested that many might be glad to 
contribute ten dollars apiece for the Convention work, the 
money to be paid by April 1, 1901. In response, the follow- 
ing made offerings:

Rev. C. N. Nichols pronounced the benediction, and the 
Convention adjourned until 7.30 P. M. 
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TUESDAY EVENING. 

The first Vice-President, Rev. G. W. Nicholson, called the 
Convention to order at 7.30 p. m. 

Rev. L. 0. Brooks offered prayer. 

The debt of the stronger to the weaker churches was dis- 
cussed by Rev. E. A. Bowen. 

After showing the change in population during the past 
ten years, he brought out the fact that the strength of the 
city churches has been largely drawn from the country 
churches, and therefore the strong churches should pay back 
that debt. The country needs these little churches, for 
there is a constant tendency toward increase in vice in the 
country, and the church is the only force working against 
this tendency. As the people come from the country to the 
city, they will bring with them whatever they have, ignor- 
ance and vice, or education and righteousness. To save the 
city, the strong churches should help the weak churches. 
The rural churches are a part of the Kingdom, so that all 
work with the weak churches is extending Christ’s Kingdom. 
The help should be not simply in the form of money, but 
it should be in such form as to deepen their spiritual life. 

After a solo, prayer was offered by Rev. G. H. Ferris. 
Rev. Frank Dixon spoke of “ Connecticut as a Mission 
Field.” Connecticut is a mission field because of the great 
prosperity. This has brought great numbers of foreigners 
here to share in that prosperity ; they are already out- 
numbering our American population. We are doing much 
indirectly to evangelize these people ; the very atmosphere of 
this land is influencing them, the education, the ministry of 
Protestants to the sick and poor, is all opening their eyes to 
the benefits of protestantism. 

An offering was taken amounting to 118.00. 

After a violin solo, Rev. G. B. Cutten offered prayer, and 
pronounced the benediction, and the Convention adjourned 
until Wednesday at 9 a. m. 
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WEDNESDAY MORNING. 

Convention reassembled at 9 a. m., President Spencer in 
the Chair. 

Rev. S. Delzell offered prayer. 

The report of the Committee on Obituaries was presented 
by Rev. J. G. Ward. 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON OBITUARIES. 

As We gather at the Annual Convention one of the sad things is that we 
miss so many faces with which we have become familiar at these meet- 
ings. Earth seems the poorer, but we believe heaven is the richer for 
the change of abode of so many. 

As far as your Committee can gather from the reports to the Associa- 
tions 365 have been called to the Master’s presence, — or one for each day 
since we last met. Of this number ten were ministers of the gospel. 
Since the Obituary report became a regular part of the Convention min- 
utes in 1877 the number of ministers called away has exceeded this year’s 
record but once ; in 1887 eleven went home ; but six of the eleven had 
removed to other States years before their death. This year ten within 
the borders of this little State have heard the call, “Come up higher.” 
Four of the ten were past the four score years, — four others were three 
score and teu, or past that, and the youngest was 57 years of age. A 
record should be kept of these servants of God who “have fought a good 
fight, have finished their course, and have kept the faith.” 

Rev. N. T. Allen was born in North Kingston, R. I., Dec. 28, 1815. 
At an early age he entered business life, and had every prospect of suc- 
cess ; but he heard the voice of God calling him to prepare for the min- 
istry ; he obeyed the call, and did his best to fit himself for the work ; 
but through life always felt the loss of a more thorough training. He 
began to preach regularly in the winter of ’42 and ’43, and for 58 years 
was a faithful minister of Jesus Christ, — never reaching the “ dead line” 
until the Lord called him from earth March 29, 1900. In 1862 he was 
appointed chaplain of the 26th regiment of Connecticut volunteers, and in 
the duties connected with that position won the love and respect of all. 

He was a good preacher, understanding the Word of God and able to 
make others understand his thought. His sympathies were very strong, 
and so tender and loving were his words iu the house of mourning that he 
was much sought as the one to bring comfort in these homes. He had 
attended 1,001 funerals. He had a strong constitution, and was ready to 
use all his strength for his Master. He never seemed to forget one whom 
he had led to Christ. His calmness, patience, and sweetness of disposi- 
tion under the most trying ordeals gave him great power. Almost all of 
his work was done in Southeastern Connecticut, where he seemed to 
know nearly every one, and where all knew and loved him. 
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Rev. A. A. Robinson, who died at Packerville, Conn., April 17, 1900, 
was born May 12, 1814, in Windham, where, a grandson of John Robinson, 
pastor of the Pilgrims, he was a constituent member of the parish church. 
The character given the Leyden pastor in the London biography was in- 
terpreted through knowing the last mentioned in the list of descendants, 
and observing the regard shown by churches, communities, and minister- 
ing brethren by whom he was honored, trusted, and beloved. He was 
one of the earliest pupils of the Connecticut Literary Institution ; and af- 
terwards was secretary of the board of trustees, and a liberal contributor. 
He was ordained in West Springfield in 1848, and was afterward pastor 
of several Massachusetts churches. In Connecticut he supplied the pul- 
pit at Andover before ordination, and was pastor at the First Suffield, 
Mansfield, Willington, Winthrop, North Ashford, and Packerville 
churches. He had been in Packerville about fourteen years, having set- 
tled there when already past three score years and ten, and although he 
thought himself entitled to rest at 86, his people were still unwilling to 
release him. But he has ceased from his labors and passed into peace 
and rest eternal. 

Rev. Thomas N. Dickinson died at his residence in Essex, Conn., 
July 16, 1900, aged 75 years. He was horn in East Haddam. As a young 
man he studied for the Baptist ministry and was ordained as a Baptist 
minister. He served several churches, amongst the number the church 
at Chester, the South Baptist Church at Middletown, as a supply at North 
Lyme, also churches in New York and Brooklyn. The last part of his 
life was spent as a manufacturer. 

Rev. Albebt Guy was bora in Westford, N. Y., Dec. 3, 1812 ; and 
became a member at 19 of the Baptist Church at Yalesville, N. Y., and 
had pastorates in New York state at Coventry, Guilford, South New 
Berlin, Middletown; at Xenia, O.; at Sublett and Brimfield, 111., and at 
Otsego and Harpersvilie, N. Y. He baptized 350 persons during his min- 
istry. In 1886 he came to Hartford and became a prominent member of 
the First Baptist church. “His life was godly, his conversation without 
cant ; his life was his best influence, though his word had the right ring - r 
he was loyal to his pastor and strong in that simple faith that grasps 
without pretense the hand of God.” A little while before his death he 
said : “I have only one ambition in life, — to he faithful unto death.’’ 
This he was. He entered into rest March 6, 1900. 

Rev. William Goodwin of Winsted, who had labored with zeal and 
patience in various pastorates in Connecticut and Massachusetts, died 
July 18, 1900. He was horn at New Hartford, Jan. 1, 1814, was gradu- 
ated at Williams College in 1842, and at East Windsor Seminary in 1845. 
For six years he was pastor of Congregational churches in this State. 
At this time his views on the subject of baptism changed and he united 
with the South Baptist Church of Hartford, Oct. 15, 1851, and was 
licensed as a Baptist minister, Oct. 19, 1851. Since that time he has served 
the following churches in Connecticut: Easton, Seymour, North Cole- 
brook, Tariff ville, Voluntown, and again at North and South Colebrook,. 
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beside some Massachusetts churches. Biace 1888 he has had no pastorate 
but has supplied occasionally for his brethren. He was a great lover of 
the Bible, and being proficient both in Hebrew and Greek, took great 
pleasure in getting at the exact meaning of Scripture. He delighted in 
taking small struggling churches and bringing them up to a condition of 
self support and self respect. He was a man of far more than ordinary 
ability, modest and unassuming, gentle and genial, but firm as a rock in 
what he believed to be right. 

Rev. Moses Taylor, pastor of the First Baptist Church, Stratford, 
died Nov. 2, 1899. Mr. Taylor was born in Frederickburg, Va,, in 1843. 
He enlisted in the 29th Illinois regiment, U. S. V., and served for a year. 
He came to Stratford in 1890 ; and after seven years of hard study, done 
after his day’s work had been completed, he was ready to take the pasto- 
rate of the First Baptist Church. He was an earnest and conscientious 
worker, and a man who, when he saw his duty, was not afraid to do it. 
Death was the result of consumption, caused by overstudy. 

Rev. Edwin Bennett was born in Canterbury, Conn., May 10, 
1829, and died at Brooklyn, Conn., Nov. 15, 1899. He received his 
education in the common schools of his town, and to this constantly 
added by close study and careful, discriminating reading. For many 
years he was overseer in the spinning room of the mill of John F. 
Slater. He was converted in early life, and from that time his heart was 
in the Lord’s work, but his modesty kept him from giving himself en- 
tirely to the ministry. In 1887 he went to Brooklyn to hold a few special 
meetings ; the seal of God was on his efforts, and the church called him 
te the pastorate. When nearly 59 years of age he was ordained, and for 
eleven years has wrought faithfully for the Master. He was always re- 
sponsive to all calls for his services. He was a firm believer in the faith 
and doctrines of his church, yet had most abounding charity for those 
who differed from him. He was very genial ; a consistent example of a 
Christian man, and a Christian minister. 

Rev. Samuel Gregory Silliman died Nov. 11, 1899, at the age of 
65 years and 11 months; his death occurred in Easton, Conn., in the 
house in which he and his father and grandfather were born. He was con- 
verted in Easton, received by baptism into the First Baptist church at 
Bridgeport, and by that church licensed. He graduated from Brown 
University in 1858, from Newton Theological Seminary in 1861, and was 
ordained in 1864. He supplied at Lebanon, Me., Missionary to the Freed- 
men for a year, pastor at Memphis, Tenn. (gathering a large church, bap- 
tizing 400 in one year, and helping them build a large and commodious 
church), Montana, N. J., and in Connecticut at Danbury, White Hills, 
Old Lyme, and Winthrop. A quiet, unassuming man, always genial and 
pleasant, — a true servant of God. His last days were full of suffering, 
but he bore all patiently. 

Rev. Joseph S. Perry, a licentiate of the Thompson church, died 
April 15, 1900, aged 70. He had preached a great deal in former years, 
was well versed in the Scriptures, able in argument, and .very strong in 
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the doctrines of the Bible. He had the courage of his convictions. A 
royal man. 

Rev. N. J. Pinkham, pastor at East Tlirmpson many years ago, but 
for some years on the retired list, died Sept. 24, 1900, aged 79 years. He 
was a good and true man, held in high esteem. His services were highly 
valued by the Thompson church, which he attended during the last years 
of his life. 

Special mention can be made of only a few others, not because those 
unmentioned are less worthy, but because to speak of all would take too 
much space in your minutes. 

Brother Jonathan Luther, father of Rev. C. 0. Luther, has passed 
away after a long and useful life. He was a lover of the Word, and had 
been a very successful Sunday-school teacher. He died at his son’s home 
in Bridgeport. Brother H. M. Prowitt was for many years clerk of South 
Norwalk church, and also of Fairfield Association. Middletown church 
mentions the death of Prof. James Turner, teacher in the Academy at 
Suffield, and later a professor in Tucson College, Arizona. The Central 
church,. Norwich, has lost much in the death of L. W. Carroll, who was one 
of the very pillars of the church. The Old Saybrook church has suffered 
irreparable loss in the death of Gideon K. Hull, who has served the little 
church many years in all its offices. Word has just reached us of the 
death of the honored mother of Rev. W. G. Fennell, who was a member 
of the church in East Cornwall. These and very many others whom 
we cannot name, ‘ do rest from their labors and their works do follow 
them.’

The Historical Committee made a verbal report through 
Bro. M. H. Smith, who recommended that minutes and vari- 
ous historical documents of the denomination be kept by the 
librarian of the Connecticut Historical Society at Hartford, 
provided such an arrangement can be made with him.

THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

The churches composing the Connecticut Baptist State Convention 
desire to again place themselves on record as advocates of the principles of 
total abstinence, helpers in the work of temperance reform, and uncom- 
promising enemies of the liquor traffic. 

We believe that there is no obstacle in the way of the gospel more 
colossal than that of the drink traffic, since it opposes the cause of Christ 
in every hamlet, village, and city where it is permitted to exist, and stands 
as an almost impossible barrier between the Gospel and the souls of men, 
making the conversion of one who becomes addicted to the driuk habit a 
most difficult, and often a hopeless task. 

We believe that the work of the saloon is devilish and destructive and 
its presence in a community a perpetual incentive to sin, and one of the 
most prolific roots of evil, that it casts a shadow which darkens upon the. 
pathway of mothers, wives, daughters, and sons, that it deceives, damages, 
impoverishes, and brutalizes, making widows, orphans, paupers, criminals, 
and suicides, and is a menace to the home life of the community. 

We believe the saloon to be a blight and curse also because of its 
obstruction of legitimate business, since it ruins the fortunes, injures the 
health, and destroys the life of one in thirty of our population, and keeps, 
back that immense prosperity that would otherwise come by annually 
diverting from the channels of useful trade the enormous sum of one 
billion dollars spent for intoxicants. 

We believe, also, that the saloon is a public enemy, and the everlasting 
foe of the state, because it debauches politics, and is the fruitful mother 
of moral and civil anarchy, being the liot-bed of passion, broil, profanity, 
conspiracy, treachery, and murder, that it is the natural meeting place for 
felons, anarchists, and blasphemers, that, like a pestilential pit, it yawns 
to swallow up everything of moral worth in the state, and that its influ- 
ence reports itself on every hand in the numberless crimes that are the 
necessary outcome of its alcoholic delirium. 

We believe, therefore, that no Christian should ever lease any property 
for the sale of liquor, nor sign any petition for the licensing of a place 
where liquor is to be sold, nor neglect any legitimate opportunity to drive 
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out of the community this public nuisance and enemy of mankind. We 
subscribe to the sentiment of Mr. Gladstone when he wrote “ Greater 
calamities, greater because more continuous, have been inflicted on man- 
kind by the drink traffic than by the three great historic scourges of war, 
famine, and pestilence combined.” One of our American orators once 
said, “ If I thought there was a stain on the remotest hem of the garment 
of my country, I would use my utmost labors to wipe it off.” But we 
believe the drink traffic of our country is not only a stain, but has almost 
dyed the garment of our national life in blood. 

We believe that the Christian does not fully understand the teaching 
and trend of the religion of Christ who is not earnestly identified with the 
work of aiming to exterminate the drink traffic, and that the church has 
not caught the spirit of its Divine Head that does not embody the temper- 
ance pledge in its covenant, or that shows either coldness, indifference, or 
shrinking back from the work of temperance reform. We believe that 
every church and every Christian should be zealously identified with the 
cause of temperance until the waves of this great reform shall reach to 
the mountain summits of this giant evil, and drown intemperance in its 
last den. 

We believe that the future of our republic is largely in the hands of 
Christians ; to a great extent “ the godly remnant ” in every community 
has the ear and heart of that community, and if Christian men and women 
are in their proper attitude toward the evil of the drink traffic, and the 
righteousness of the temperance reform, we may expect the multitude to 
come flocking at last about the same standard. 

We rejoice in what has already been accomplished, in the increase of 
intelligent thinking upon the drink delusion, in the fact that there is an 
ever-increasing army of children studying in the public schools the laws 
written in their members concerning alcohol, and that the number is con- 
stantly increasing of those who can give a reason scientific, ethical, 
aesthetic for their total abstinence faith. But while we rejoice because 
of these things, we are saddened by the fact that in no year since time 
began has there been so much liquor manufactured as during this last 
year of the nineteenth century, and no year when the saloon, this legalized 
curse of the home, and corrupter of the state, has had a greater wealth of 
political and commercial power. 

There may be minor differences of opinion as to the form our temper- 
ance activity should take, but we believe that every Christian who has at 
heart the highest good of his fellow man ought to be heartily enlisted in 
the effort to drive out this evil that is plunging so many of our highest 
interests into direst ruin, and dragging such a vast multitude to everlast- 
ing perdition. 

“ If heaven’s own lightning comes not down to smite 
And blast and wither this nefarious trade, 

Then let the thunder of the people’s voice indict 
The foul and guilty thing whose matchless crimes have made

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON HOME AND FOREIGN 

MISSIONS. 

As introductory to its report, your committee would emphasize once 
more the essential oneness of all the branches of our missionary work. 
State, Home, or Foreign, the work has but one aim — the enthronement of 
Christ in the hearts of men ; but one motixe — the service of our genera- 
tion by the will of God ; but one support — the inspiration of the omni- 
present Christ. Therefore, it is notours to distribute emphasis according 
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to personal preferences, but to regard all portions of the field (which is the 
world) as equally important. If New England is evangelized, it is for the 
world’s sake ; if the world is evangelized, it is for New England’s sake ; 
and both for Christ’s. 

We believe that it is not amiss to urge again and again that all our 
missionary endeavor should find as its supreme motive the fulfillment of 
the will of God in the service of our own generation. We are prone to 
forget that a generation is not eternal. If a generation is to be served, lie 
who is to serve it must not tarry. Every generation is a crisis in the his- 
tory of the world, but the crisis of oar own day is the only one that affects 
us. We had nothing to do with the crises of the past — we were not 
here ; we shall have nothing to do directly with the crises of the future — 
we shall not be here ; the work which the Father gave us to accomplish 
is in the crisis of the present. “Connecticut as a Foreign Missionary 
Field,” “The Expansion of the American People,” “The Break-up of 
China ” — we need no more than these three phrases to suggest to us the 
stupendous importance of our day and generation. We have cause to 
maintain that the future historian will look back upon “our crisis as 
unique, the most breathless in human annals.” 

The lesson scarcely needs elaboration. It lies in the very term crisis ; 
a crisis demands immediate action. Opportunity is always a matter of 
the moment; unused, it is no longer an opportunity. An individual 
uneducated as a child can never be what otherwise he might have been. 
A nation uninfluenced when its civilization is in a fluid state becomes 
harder and harder to influence as the decades pass. But one word applies 
to the harvesting of white fields — now ! Ripeness is akin to rottenness. 

Your committee would therefore submit the following conclusions : 

1. We plead the necessity of some offering — no matter how small — 
from every member of every church for each of the three branches of 
missionary work — Home, State, and Foreign. 

2. We recommend that offerings be taken in the Sunday-Schools at 
the same time and for the same purposes for which the local church as a 
whole is giving. 

3. In accordance with the experience of those best informed, we pre- 
sent to pastors and non-contributing churches the oft-proven fact that 
“ to encourage offerings to missionary work will result in more money for 
home needs, rather than less, and call on them for loyalty to Christ in urg- 
ing upon their churches the imperative claims of missions.” 

4. We call attention to the difficulties by which the various boards 
are hampered in the administration of their funds, by the increasing num- 
ber of contributions designated for some specific purpose in the mission 
field. We concur most heartily with the opinion expressed in the current 
number of the Home Mission Monthly, that “no better service can be 
rendered the rising generation of Baptists than by teaching them to re- 
spect and love and trust the management of our missionary societies as 
men whose experience, whose knowledge of fields, whose disinterested 
devotion to the whole complex work, suggest that they, better than those 
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who have only a superficial acquaintance with conditions, or see merely 
one thing clearly, are not the best administrators of our offerings. These 
historic societies, whose work has been so richly blessed of God, should be 
held up before our churches as the adequate and efficient agencies for the 
administration of our gifts, with the fewest possible limitations, restric- 
tions, or designations.” 

5. We recommend, finally, that there should be in every church and at 
the disposal of every pastor, at least a small missionary library. “Facts 
are, indeed, the fuel which feeds the fire of missionary zeal,” and may we 
never forget that “ where no wood is, there the fire goeth out.”

REPORT ON BIBLE SCHOOLS. 

Your Committee on Bible School work have no statistics to report, 
for the reason that statistics have been almost inaccessible. We have had 
to content ourselves, therefore, with general principles and facts which 
are not of a statistical character. 

We are glad to acknowledge that there is much to encourage us in 
the condition of our schools. We are told by the General Secretary of 
the Connecticut Sunday-school Association that more attention is given 
to the conversion of. children in the Baptist Sunday-schools of our State 
than is given by the Sunday-schools of other evangelical denominations. 
This is something to be happy over. We know that many of the baptisms 
into our church membership are the fruitage of Sunday-school labor. 
There are defects, however, about which your committee believe we are 
called upon to be seriously concerned. 

In the first place, the real nature and place of the Sunday-school are 
not generally understood, and very little effort is made to come to an 
understanding of them. There is a prevailing contentment with things as 
they are, whether or not they are what they ought to be. If the Bible- 
school were kuown to be pre-eminently an institution of Christ’s own 
appointment on an equal footing with the preaching service, the high 
knowledge would impart a stimulus to labor and outlay which always 
issues from the consciousness of engagement in an enterprise of extreme 
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importance. Is the Bible-school, the teaching agency of the church, 
definitely particularized in our Lord’s final instructions to His apostles — 
instructions which committed the disciples to making scholars and to 
teaching ? Then let this teaching agency receive the well-directed em- 
phasis which our Lord meant it to have. The fact is, all along the line 
of Bible-school work there is urgent call for a revision of view, and a re- 
turn to right attitudes. Let it be understood that the Bible-school is not 
a subsidiary appendage to the church, a sort of Robert Raikes “ adden- 
dum ” ; but the very Church of God herself perpetuating the teacher’s 
vocation, which Jesus and His apostles exemplified and insisted upon as 
primary and essential. In the intent of our Lord the Bible-school is not 
something distinct from the church, to receive our attention and to enlist 
our energies long after other spheres of influence have been exploited ; 
but it is paramount with the highest conception of the church and the 
Kingdom which the disciple of Christ can take. 

If this be the right view of the Bible-school, our Associations and our 
State Convention need a re-adjustment to the work. Three of our Asso- 
ciations maintain annual Sunday-school Conventions. The other Associa- 
tions and the State Convention do practically nothing. It is a question 
whether any of our Associations address themselves with real seriousness 
to Bible-school work. Conventions which are held by Associations receive 
letters and statistics. This is true of the Stonington Union, the New 
London, and the Ashford. Addresses of a high order are delivered at 
these conventions. So far, so good. But considering the importance of 
the Bible-school, reports of schools ought to be as carefully made as re- 
ports are made by churches. They ought to furnish data for committee 
work, and for discussion, with a view to an increase of information and 
a general betterment. 

The State Convention is not meeting the demands either of its consti- 
tution, or of the nature of the case, in so lightly passing over the great 
matter of Bible-school work, and relegating it to a brief report and the 
most limited discussion. 

Your committee ask, therefore, that this work be lifted out of its 
obscurity, and that it receive the attention it merits. Let it have a place 
upon the programme of the next State Convention; the first evening, or 
some other portion of the time, being allotted to its full consideration.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SYSTEMATIC BENEFICENCE. 


Your committee believe that in making its report on systematic benefi- 
cence there is great cause for gratitude in the fact that nearly all the 
churches in the Convention have done away with the system of pew-rents 
which so long has marred the Church of Christ, and that the envelope 
system now so generally in use is more in accord with the spirit of benefi- 
cence, and easily lends itself to a kind of systematic giving that makes 
not of our Father’s house a “house of merchandise.” 

We rejoice too, that, here and there, both pastors and laymen are to 
be found in the State who are giving this matter personal attention, and 
by their efforts are showing that they recognize the close connection be- 
tween the so-called spiritual and temporal interests of the Church. 

But we believe, also, that many of our pastors fail to take the lead in 
this matter, and that they should preach more and work more on the finan- 
cial side of the church organization if they would be, in the truest sense, 
“shepherds of souls.” 

We believe, also, that in the matter of church finance too many of the 
laymen elected to oversee these matters conduct the affairs of the church 
in a way they would not conduct their own business, and, by putting the 
finances of the church in a secondary position, and in attending to them 
in a careless or spasmodic manner, they are seriously crippling the useful- 
ness of the church, and too often hold her up to the contempt of other 
men who are not Christians, but who are thorough men of business. 

We commend this matter to our pastors, that on this subject they may 
preach more often. We commend this matter to our laymen on our finan- 
cial committees, that the affairs of our churches may be conducted in a 
manner more creditable to business men who bear the name of Christ. 
And we commend this matter to the people of our churches, that they 
more constantly demand a more detailed account of their church’s finan- 
cial condition, and that they remember, in their selection of officers to 
conduct the financial part of the church work, that they elect spiritual 
men for these offices. No man is doing a more spiritual work than the 
church treasurer and the members of the financial committee when their 
work is well done. 

We further express the hope that one in each Association maybe 
appointed on this committee for another year who ma} r be especially inter- 
ested in this matter, who shall lay before any church in his Association 
requesting it means and plans for systematic beneficence, and, on their 
invitation, aid them in securing that too abundant blessing which God 
has promised to those who honor Him with their substance.

In the discussion of the enlargement of our work, Rev. 

C. A. Piddock thought we placed too much dependence upon 
committees. The best method is to have a committee of one 
for each of the objects; let him thoroughly canvass the 
church, and furnish envelopes for each object. The work is 
to be done with individuals. 
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Rev. P. S. Evans : Last year, for all purposes, the 
churches spent nearly $250,000 ; there are only 25,000 Bap- 
tists on our list, — only 20,000 of these are in the State, and 
not more than 10,000 of these are wage-earners; this shows 
that the givers do give largely; but out of the $250,000 ex- 
pended only $10,000 goes for benevolence; that is, $49 for 
themselves, one dollar for benevolence. And out of this 
$40,000 in benevolence only $4,000 of this is given to the 
State work. 

“Motives for the Enlargement of the Work” was dis- 
cussed by Rev. E. C. Sage, Ph.D. 

A motive impels to action. I have time to refer to only four motives. 
There should be gratitude for what the Convention has done for the indi- 
vidual churches during the 77 years of its existence. It has helped, 
directly or indirectly ; the Convention has aided nearly every church 
either in money, members, or ministers. We should be moved by denom- 
inational self-interest ; each denomination must do its own work. And 
patriotism should awaken us to earnest efforts ; unless we do work as we 
ought the foreigners will destroy our civilization. But above all, we 
should be moved by love, — a love that comes straight from the heart of 
Christ,— a love that knows no such word as foreigner, — a love that will 
take us, in self sacrificing service, to every one who needs the gospel of 
Christ. We fail unless we come into the presence of Christ and are moved 
by the motives that prompted Him when He said, “ Cod so loved that He 
gave His only Son.” 

Voted , That the Secretary have the privilege of printing 
the Minutes without reading to the Convention. 

President Spencer said, in closing : The convention has 
been carried on in the best spirit of harmony. It has been a 
pleasure to look into your faces and note the intelligence and 
interest, and I hope that the work may be carried to all the 
churches ; I would that the sisters would take a deeper inter- 
est in the State Convention work.

SEVENTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 

OP THE 

Connecticut Branch of the Woman’s American 
Baptist Home Mission Society. 


For the year ending April 1, 1900, we are glad to perceive a steady 
advance along all the various lines of effort in Circles, Sunday-schools, 
and Young People’s work. Aside from two small legacies we find a gain 
of $621.78, being an average increase of $200 for each department, with 
Alaska a little in the lead. We gladly recognize the fact that the new 
fields opening before us, which, though distant, are still embraced within 
the limits of “ our country,” are impressing upon our sisters the need of 
enlarging gifts, considering the great and glorious opportunities which 
our Master presents to us. 

One important feature during the past year has been a stated purpose 
presented with each succeeding season, each in its turn appealing strongly 
to heart and conscience, and it has brought ready and glad response. The 
workers are greatly encouraged when earnest appeal is thus met, and all 
are happier when we can feel that we are minded to work together toward 
the accomplishment of definite objects which unite to bring about the 
Kingdom of God. 

We acknowledge with gratitude the courtesy extended to our Society 
at Associational gatherings, and the large opportunity at each Convention 
season, also the cordial welcome given by pastors as our workers have 
gone about presenting the field and the needs. Profitable and interesting 
meetings have thus been held at various points, and besides those who 
usually address us we have been privileged to meet several teachers from 
the field, as Mrs. Risliel of Velarde, who, in June last, spoke at ten differ- 
ent centers; Miss Williams of Spelman, and Miss Owen of Beaufort. We 
remember with great pleasure their inspiring words, and their work takes 
on more tangible form from having looked into the faces of these earnest 
workers. 

Our State and Associational leaders remain as formerly, save in one 
instance : Mrs. J. A. Smith of Bristol succeeds Mrs. E. A. Spencer, who 
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so long and faithfully served the Hartford Association as director. We 
bespeak for Mrs. Smith the same loving sympathy and co-operation which 
has grown up towards her predecessor. 

One worker says: “ Letters from Circle officers tell of increased inter- 
est and effort in almost every case; also of more actual study of our mis- 
sionary fields.” This fact alone means more love and self-denial for our 
Lord’s work. Another speaks of helpful conferences held with two or 
three neighboring Circles, while another gives instances of special effort 
which accomplished definite results ; all thege are encouragements which 
urge us to earnest, devoted action. 

From the opening of the missionary year until now, more than half 
the new year has gone, and if we do not fall behind at the close, we 
shall have to bestir ourselves, since our showing for these six months is 
much less than for the corresponding part of last year. The Junior Vice- 
President reports a falling off of $200 in this time, while we are asked as 
Circles, Bands, and Young People’s Societies to increase our gifts at least 
25 per cent. Let us be up and doing, for “ the King’s business requires 
haste.” From every part of our field the urgent need of more liberal 
support is increasingly apparent if we would retain the hold already 
gained. 

Our Young People and Juniors are asked to support Joy and Lota, 
with whom many are familiar, to furnish the salary of Mrs. J. P. Dug- 
gan, now working in Porto Rico; also of Miss Owen, who was in their 
care a few years ago. We aim for $5,500 this year, $1,000 of which is 
asked from the young people. Let our prayers and our gifts testify to 
our zeal in pushing forward our Lord’s work for His dear sake.

Connecticut. 


RECORD OF WOMAN’S MEETING AT NEW HA YEN, Oct. 16, 1900. 

On Tuesday, October 16tli, at 1 p. m., the women in attendance at the 
Connecticut Baptist State Convention, held at Calvary Baptist Church, 
New Haven, assembled for their annual Foreign Missionary Meeting, 
which was conducted by Mrs. J. B. Kent. An opening hymn was sung, 
the Scriptures read by Mrs. G. H. Ferris, and prayer offered by Mrs. S. 
Dryden Phelps, both of New Haven. Mrs. Archibald Wheaton, formerly 
of Mystic, having removed from the State, had resigned her position as 
State Secretary of Senior Department, and, in lieu of her report, sent a 
letter, which was read by Miss Fannie L. Twiss of Meriden, Secretary of 
the New Haven Association. The report of the Junior State Secretary 
followed; also the Treasurer’s report of the condition of the incidental 
State fund, which showed a deficit of $2.60. The appointment of Mrs. 
J. B. Kent, formerly State Secretary of the Junior Department, to the 
position of State Secretary of Senior Department, was announced, and 
Mrs. F. W. Payne of Hartford, formerly Junior Assistant Secretary, was 
at this point introduced as the new Junior State Secretary. She responded 
in a few earnest words. The meeting was then addressed by Mrs. A, J. 
Gordon of Boston, on “Woman’s Work for Women.” She was heard 
with much interest, and rewarded by the closest attention, and approved 
of all her hearers. After the appointment of Miss Fannie Twiss as Histo- 
rian, with the request that all information respecting the early history of 
the Women’s Foreign Missionary interest in the State be transmitted to 
her for preservation, the audience were favored in hearing an impressive 
solo artistically sung by Miss Kennard of the Calvary Church choir (or 
quartette), while the collection was gathered by six young Farther- Liglrts 
girls, after which Dr. G. M. Stone closed the service with a brief prayer 
and benediction. Thirty dollars were collected. 

“ Where hast thou gleaned to-day, and where wroughtest thou? ” — Ruth ii, 19. 

Mid-autumn days are here. Mother Nature reluctantly discards her 
crimson-hued robe, so gaily befringed with asters and golden-rod, while 
cool breezes and shortening days announce the end of the harvest period.

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Anon, according to time-honored custom, the elders and chosen ones from 
the congregations of our faith and order assemble from hillside or valley 
and the busy city marts to make accounting of the spiritual husbandry 
during the past year. Among them come we women, proffering, like 
favored Ruth, the reckoning of our modest gleanings. Several changes 
appear upon the roster of our Junior field-workers, but the territory has 
been assiduously tended along the boundaries which have been so thor- 
oughly defined at various State meetings throughout the year. Miss 
Cranska remarks deepening interest among the young people of the Ash- 
ford Association. She has found at the S. S. Conventions a favorable 
opportunity to distribute literature and practical information. The wives 
of the young pastors who have recently entered the Association have ren- 
dered her material support and encouragement. Miss Partrick reports a 
very pleasant and satisfactory year’s work in the Fairfield Association. 
Personal visitation has been her chief agency this year. She- will continue 
this plan of action. Her financial account, which includes the contribu- 
tions for two years, shows marked improvement. The enthusiasm of 
Mrs. F. W. Payne is very inspiring. In connection with a graphic and 
pleasing description of the condition of her held, recounting increase both 
of membership and gifts in the Hartford Association, she writes : “ The 
outlook for the new missionary year to me seems encouraging ; the 
amount given increases each year, and there are more young people 
engaged at work. This is certainly the best report yet.” Miss Potter’s 
description of the work in this, the New Haven Association (at once “ our 
joy and our pride”), is well nigh inimitable. Thirty distinct contribu- 
tions are recorded, representing the young ladies’ and Junior departments, 
also Primaries of these churches. Yet she will not rest until those names 
remaining unrepresented shall be recorded in her books. Her account of 
the work within the S. 8. Primary class of this very church and the story 
of the “ precocious tot” who did not at first believe in Foreign Missions, 
but finally contributed thereto her small wealth of 21 pennies, reserving 
but one for herself, is wonderfully touching. From the New London 
Association sounds a minor chord, for early in the winter they were bereft 
by the death of Mrs. Herbert Avery, their devoted Junior Secretary. 
Many loving testimonies to her worth were given at a memorial service 
held later; and the young women and Juniors vied during the year in 
honoring her memory by maintaining their former admirable record, 
as she would have wished. Mrs. J. C. Hyde of the Stonington Union 
consented to transfer her efforts to the New London, and completed the 
year’s work most efficiently, thus securing an uninterrupted succession. 
Mrs. C. H. Wolfe is introduced at this point as a new recruit, but the 
ability and spirit of consecration she brought to the work of the Stoning- 
ton Union Association in the middle of the year convinces us the field will 
be well cared for. Some one calls statistics “ gruesome matters,” but our 
summary seem to us rather blithesome. Two young ladies’ circles have 
been constituted; one number is now 32. The number of contributors 
through Junior organizations has increased, also the amount. Eight Pri- 
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maries have sent their first offerings, thus doubling the sums given by 
them last year, and a considerable membership has accrued to the Cradle 
Roll. There appears, however, a loss of four subscribers to the Helping 
Hand, and the circulation of the King’s Messengers has also declined, but 
as this periodical has recently appeared in an altered form, with the 
attractive title of “Around the World,” and presenting an inviting table 
of contents, we trust its popularity with the Juniors is assured. With 
deep gratitude we record the sum of our receipts to have been $1,005.00. 
Of this amount the young women have contributed $559.98; Mission 
Bands, $189.83; Juniors, $127.11; Primary Classes, $129.20. We have 
therefore contributed about one fourth of the entire amount in Connecti- 
cut, over $1,200 of the $6,500 being legacies. Thus runs the record of 
another year’s tillage of this promising held, — the seventh since its incep- 
tion, and my third as its steward. I have now much content in transfer- 
ring this responsibility to Mrs. F. W. Payne, former Junior Secretary of 
the Hartford Association, who has proven by efficient service therein her 
eminent fitness. The work has firmly entrenched itself in the hearts of its 
constituency. May its past seven years of life be to the next as were the 
seven years of famine to those of plenty which succeeded them in the 
days of Joseph.

Dear Baptist Women of Connecticut : 

“I thank my God upon every remembrance of you always in every 
prayer, making request with joy for your fellowship in the Gospel from 
the first day until now; being confident in this very thing, that He which 
hath begun a good work in you will perform it until the day of Jesus 
Christ. — Phil. 1 : 3-6. 

I cannot let this meeting of the State Convention pass without a word 
to you. Though separated by many miles, I long to be with you in this 
annual gathering. 

I want to congratulate you upon the work of the past year. There 
has been no year during the time I served you as Secretary when there 
has seemed to be a deeper interest in the work of our Woman’s Baptist 
Foreign Missionary Society. The meetings of Associations and Confer- 
ences have been distinguished for the large attendance and the spirit of 
interest and devotion manifested. The contributions have been larger 
than in any recent years. From April 1, 1899, to April 1, 1900, there 
was received by the treasurer of the Society over $6,500.00 from the 
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women of Connecticut. If such an offering were made last year, surely 
you will not let the opening year of the new century see a smaller one. 
The year just passed has shown us that our Junior work is firmly estab- 
lished. In fact, there has been an advance all along the line. 

The Secretary of the Ashford Association reported a contribution from 
every church in the Association. What a happy time it will be when 
every Association in every State can send a similar report. I shall ever 
remember with pleasure and satisfaction the work of the faithful associa- 
tional secretaries who have labored with me for six years, and I bespeak 
for them this coming year the same earnest cooperation from you that 
they have always had. Only one who has experienced it knows the dis- 
couragement aud trials that come from unanswered letters, blanks not 
returned, and the indifference of women in the churches. Mrs. Latham, 
who has been the Secretary of the Stonington Union Association for five 
years, has felt it necessary to resign. Her successor has not yet been 
appointed, but some woman there surely is in that Association willing to 
lead those women on to even greater efforts and results than they have 
yet attained. 

It is not for me to plan the work for Connecticut another year, but I 
know that whoever is so fortunate as to be appointed to the office of State 
Secretary will have your hands and hearts for fellowship and service; 
that you will often give her words of encouragement and cheer, as you 
did to me; and that in the many ways you so well know you will make 
her burdens light. The work of the Society depends closely upon the 
work of the State Secretary, but she in turn depends on her Associational 
helpers, and the Association is successful only so far as the circles are 
active and aggressive, and at last it is the individual member of each circle 
who kindles and helps to keep alive the fire of missionary zeal. Of course 
you will not expect to go through the new year “on flowery beds of ease,” 
with no drawbacks or discouragements, but, with your hands firmly 
clasping that of the Master, you will move forward, step by step, until 
you reach the full measure of your ability in the glorious cause of Foreign 
Missions. 

I wish I might see you “ face to face,” that I might clasp your hands 
in friendly greeting, and express to you the warm affection I feel toward 
each one, but the Lord has set my feet in a new path. I can see even now 
that it will not be a path in which I can be idle. Knowing you as I do, I 
am sure that it is not too much to ask that, though our ways are separated, 
and I have found my home in another state, that I may still, as of old, 
have the help of your prayers.

Bolles, Isaac Dwinnell, Eli Ball, George Mitchell, David Turner, Jere- 
miah Brown, Asahel Otis, Jonathan Goodwin, Jr., Orra Martin, Asa Tal- 
madge, Chauncey Wheeler, Thomas Wheeler, Elijah Filley, and their 
associates, be and they are hereby formed into, constituted, and made a 
body politic and corporate, by the name of “ The Connecticut Baptist 
Education Society and by that name they and their successors shall and 
may have perpetual succession, shall be capable of suing and being sued, 
pleading and being impleaded, in all suits of whatever nature soever, may 
have a common seal, and the same alter or change at pleasure. And may 
also have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, 
or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed three thousand 
dollars. 

Sec. 2. The said Baptist Education Society may from time to time 
elect a president and such other officers and agents as they may find nec- 
essary or convenient ; may elect and receive additional members ; make 
by-laws respecting number, qualifications, and duties of their officers and 
members ; prescribe the mode of election and admission of members ; the 
time, place, and manner of holding their meetings ; the number necessary 
to form a quorum ; and all other by-laws and regulations which said 
society may deem necessary for the government and due regulation of its 
concerns to promote and secure the essential objects of said Society, as 
expressed in their constitution — not repugnant to the laws of this state, 
or of the United States. 

Sec. 3. The first meeting of said society shall be held at Hartford, on 
the first Wednesday of May, A.D. 1821. 

Sec. 4. This act of incorporation, and every part thereof, may be 
altered, amended, or repealed at the pleasure of the General Assembly.

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CONSTITUTION. 


Article 1. This Society shall be known by the name of “ The 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society.” 

Art. 2 . The object of this Society shall be to assist young men, who 
are called of God to preach the Gospel, in acquiring such mental disci- 
pline and culture as shall render them more useful in the kingdom of 
Christ. 

Art. 3. This Society shall consist of such persons as pay into the 
treasury one dollar or more annually ; also of delegates from churches 
and auxiliary societies, which shall be entitled to representation at the 
annual meeting as follows, viz. : Every church and auxiliary society con- 
tributing to the funds of the Society five dollars annually shall be entitled 
to one delegate, and those contributing ten or more dollars, two delegates. 
The payment of fifteen dollars in advance shall constitute membership 
for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall consist of a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and five 
Trustees, to be chosen annually in any manner the Society may 
determine. 

Art. 5. The Society shall also elect, by ballot, at its annual meeting, 
Trustees of the Connecticut Literary Institution, as provided by the 
amended charter, and actively foster and advance our educational interests 
in this State. 

Art. 6. The officers of this Society shall constitute an Executive 
Committee to manage the concerns of the Society during its recess, to 
control its funds and property, to examine and admit candidates to the 
benefits of the Society, and at every annual meeting of the Society they 
shall make a faithful report of their doings the preceding year. 

Art. 7. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, and 
record the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee, draw all 
orders on the Treasurer authorized by said committee, conduct the corre- 
spondence, give notice of meetings, and prepare the annual report of the 
Executive Committee to the Society. The Treasurer shall have charge of 
the current funds of the Society, and pay them out only to the order of 
the Secretary; he shall also safely hold all bonds, notes deeds, and other 
evidences of property belonging to the Society, giving ample security for 
these trusts. His accounts shall always be open to the inspection of the 
Executive Committee and Auditor, and lie shall make a detailed report of 
the same quarterly to said committee, and annually to the Society. The

Auditor shall examine annually, or oftener, the accounts and securities of 
the Treasurer, and certify the same. 

Art. 8. The Executive Committee shall, annually, at its first quar- 
terly meeting, appoint a Finance Committee of three of its own members, 
who shall negotiate and invest all legacies, bequests, and other permanent 
funds of the Society, unless otherwise provided by their donors, according 
to the laws of Connecticut concerning trust funds. 

Art. 9. The annual meeting of the Society for the election of officers 
and transaction of other business shall be holden during the week and at 
the same place of each meeting of the Convention. Special meetings of 
the Society may be called by the President, at the request of five members 
of the Executive Committee. The business of the Society may he trans- 
acted at all regular meetings by a majority of the members present. 

Art. 10. Every person admitted to the benefits of this Society must 
he a member of some regular Baptist church. He must produce a letter 
from said church, certifying his good standing, and its commendation of 
him as one called of God to the ministry. He must satisfy the Executive 
Committee that he possesses gifts promising usefulness in the work ; and 
he shall, furthermore, be recommended to the patronage of the Society 
by at least three regularly ordained ministers of the Baptist denomination. 

Art. 11. No person shall be aided by this Society unless he shall cer- 
tify his intention to take a full course of study preparatory, collegiate, 
and theological, unless, in the opinion of the Executive Committee, his 
age and circumstances do not admit of such a course ; and the institutions 
in which beneficiaries pursue their studies shall be subject to the approval 
of the Executive Committee ; and, voluntarily failing to enter the minis- 
try, or for sufficient cause being dropped from the list of beneficiaries, he 
shall refund the money, with interest, he has received from the Society. 

Art. 12. The personal services of those who are appointed to manage 
the concerns of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 13. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Constitution 
except at an annual meeting of the Society, by a two-tliirds vote of the 
members present, wwitten notice of the proposed change having been given 
and recorded one year previous to its adoption. 


N. B. — The amendment alluded to in Art. 5 is the amendment to the 
Charter of the Connecticut Literary Institution, approved July 9, 1862, 
which reads : “ That the Board of Trustees shall consist of not less than 
twenty-one (21), nor more than thirty-three (33), members, to be chosen 
for three (3) years,, one-third of the number annually, by the Connecticut 
Baptist Education Society.”

THE EIGHTY-FIRST MEETING 

OF THE 

Connecticut Baptist Education Society. 


New Haven, Oct. 17, 1900. 

The Eighty-first Annual Meeting of the Society was 
held in the Calvary church, beginning at 10 a. m. The 
President, Rev. W. G. Fennell, having removed from the 
state, the chair was occupied by the Vice-President, Rev. J. 
R. Stubbert. Scriptures were read by Rev. F. H. Gates of 
Winsted, and prayer was offered by Rev. A. C. Hubbard, D.D., 
of Danbury. 

The Chair appointed the following committees : 

On Nomination. — Rev. J. D. Herr, D.D., Rev. H. M. Wolf, Jr., Rev. 
George D. Reid. 

On Enrollment. — Deacon J. L. Denison, Rev. C. N. Nicholls, Rev. J. 
L. Bamberg, Rev. Frank Day, Rev. B. U. Hatfield, Rev. J. C. Hyde. 

On Nomination of Trustees of Connecticut Literary Institution. — Hon. 
C. O. Spencer, Rev. H. M. Thompson, Rev. C. A. Piddock. 

The annual report of the Executive Committee was read 
by the Secretary. 

The Executive Committee of the Education Society, to which is en- 
trusted the management of its concerns, takes pleasure in presenting its 
annual report. 
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Near the beginning of the year the Society suffered a great loss in the 
removal from our State of its honored president, the Rev. W. G. Fennell. 
His sincere belief in the principles of the Society ; his sympathetic regard 
for young men who are struggling to obtain an education ; his strong 
hold upon the hearts of the people ; his earnest devotion to the duties of 
the office which he held, and his great wisdom in counsel, rendered his 
service of incalculable value to the cause of ministerial education. Worth- 
ily and efficiently the office of president has been filled by the first vice- 
president, the Rev. J. R. Stubbert, who has presided at the various meet- 
ings of the Executive Committee. 

The work of the year has been characterized by the exercise of unu- 
sual care in the distribution of funds. Appropriations are made, not 
annually, but once in three months, and then only upon careful scrutiny 
of quarterly reports signed both by the student and some professor inti- 
mately acquainted with the man and his work. The utmost care is taken 
that not one dollar of the money contributed by the churches should go 
to an unworthy beneficiary. In addition to the quarterly written reports 
bearing testimony, over the professor’s name, to the worthiness of the 
student, every possible opportunity is seized of learning from the pastors 
of these young men all that may be known of their progress in culture, 
their general deportment and their promise of fitness for the ministry. It 
gives the committee great pleasure to report that without an exception 
the pastors of the young men now upon our list are enthusiastic in their 
support of the Society. 

The committee has also endeavored to keep in touch with the pastors 
and churches. The officers of the society being themselves busy pastors, 
or equally busy laymen, it cannot be expected that they will find time to 
visit many churches, but the custom inaugurated two years ago of send- 
ing a representative of the society to the Associations in the State has been 
continued, and the cordial reception everywhere given to your represent- 
ative at these annual gatherings is hereby gratefully acknowledged. 

While it is wisely provided in the constitution that “ the institution in 
which the beneficiaries pursue their studies shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the Executive Committee,” no effort is made to bias the mind of 
any young man in his choice of a school. At present our students are 
enrolled as follows : Brown, 3 ; Hamilton, 2 ; Crozer, 2 ; Kalamazoo, 1 ; 
Newton, 1 ; Hartford, 1 ; total 10. Two applications for aid are awaiting 
the action of the committee, whose course must be contingent upon the 
state of the treasury.

Annual Banquet Held in New Haven, Conn., October 17, 1900. 


The Annual Banquet was served in the Hall of the 
Young Men’s Republican Club, New Haven, nearly 200 per- 
sons — members, their wives, and invited guests — enjoying 
the excellent course dinner provided by Caterer J. W. 
Stewart. 

The invocation was pronounced by Rev. J. Chester Hyde 
of Quaker Hill. 

For the first time in several years the dinner was served 
at the appointed hour, thus allowing the Union to speed 
those who must be “ parting guests,” when the minute came 
for them to take the last (convenient) train north. 

Promptly at 8.45, President Hull, fearing that some at- 
tendants upon the convention might still be in doubt, called 
upon Rev. Geo. H. Ferris to say Welcome, which was done 
in a happy and entertaining way, sparkling with bright and 
new illustrations. Fie did not, as on a previous occasion (so 
he told us), “ lead the audience on from snore to snore ! ” 

After our turn on the “Ferris wheel” — so said the 
Chairman — the next in order was Hon. Carnot O. Spencer, 
the newly-elected President of the State Convention, who 
thought he had been so much in evidence the last two days 
that no one would care to hear further from him. 

“ We appreciate the kind way the New Haven friends 
have treated us, the interest displayed, and the evident signs 
that we are going back to the primary principles which gov- 
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era the State Convention. The object of the Social Union y 
which is not an adjunct of the Convention, should be to bring 
the work of the Convention before the people. 

“ The Convention needs the lay brethren — needs their 
labor, their prayers, and their financial interest ; let us all 
earnestly take up the work of the Convention as we go to our 
homes.” 

The principal speaker — Rev. James M. Taylor, D.D., 
LL.D., — was next introduced by President Hull, who said 
that if the Protestant principle had achieved anything, it was 
the emancipation of Woman, and if anyone was competent 
to speak on that subject it was the honored president of Vas- 
sal' College. 

Dr. Taylor commenced with a word of reminiscence : 

“ Dangerous, but it is easier to cut off Protestantism than 
Reminiscence. I recall the first State Convention I attended 
in Connecticut many years ago, and at New Haven. Have 
been thinking of some of the leaders then, men very dear to 
me, and whose memory is precious : Dr. Lathrop at the west 
end of the State, member of the board of trustees of Vassar; 
in New Haven, Dr. Phelps, beloved poet and preacher; Charles 
Smith, in Calvary; Dr. Palmer, at Stonington ; Davies, who 
died all too soon, at Norwich ; True, in Meriden ; Sage and 
Crane, in Hartford ; Bronson in the midst of successful Sun- 
day-school work, and Howard — well, he presided over us 
all! 

“ I will not talk of the Protestant principle, — you cannot 
sum it up in ten or fifteen minutes, — but will present this 
thought : What is permanent f What is worth striving for ?' 
What is it that lasts ? Think of the changes during the past 
half century. Neptune discovered, the satellites of Jupiter 
discovered, the Nebular theory rejected — a new theory as 
well as a new view of the heavens ! The whole type of 
thought, ideals, conception of things changed. From begin- 
ning to the end change stamped on all, — what’s permanent? 

“ The Master said, ‘ Heaven and earth pass away, but my 
word shall not pass. 
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“We are overrun — our churches and ourselves, by un- 
spiritual ideals. One thing is lasting, the spiritual conception 
as it came down from Jesus Christ. 

“ And so, it all sums up in this, in our individual lives, 
politics, religion ; we seek not the permanent if we are mis- 
led by ideals of this world, but let us rather live the pur- 
pose Christ has set before us.”
